ſo chat comming with their _A{forges(they are leathern bags 
holding liquor)to buy water, they cared not at what price they 
bought it, ſo they might haue to quench their thir{t, A very hea- 
vie iudzement of God vpon that coaſt! Thecircumſtances 
whereot conſidered , our generall would receiue nothing of 
them for water, but freely gaue it them that came ro him, yea 
and fed them alſo ordinarily with our viftualls, in cating where- 
of, their manner was not onely vnciuill, and vnſightly ro vs, but 
eucn inhumane and joarhſome in it ſeife. 

And hauing waſhed and trimd our ſhips, and diſcharged all 
our ſpaniſhpriſes, excepting one Caurter (for which we gaue rg 
theowner one of our owne (hips viz. the Chriſtopher)and onc 
caruell tormerly bound to Saint 7420, which we cauſed to acom-

Vponthe South {te,avouttivo leagues off this Land of bur- 
ning, lyecha moſt ſweer and pleaſant Iland,the trees thercof are 
alwaics greene and taire to louke onthe ſoile almoſt tull ſer with 
trees jinreſpct wherof its namedrhe BraueTland, bcing a ſtore- 
houte of many iruits and commodities, as figges alwayes ripe, 
Cocos, piantons, orenges, limons,cotton, &c. from the bancks 
into the ſea dorunne tn many places the filuer ſtreames of ſweet 
and wholfome water, which with boats or pinnaces may eaſily 
be raken in, But there is no convenient place or roade for ſhips, 
neither any anchoring atall. Forafter long triall, and often ca» 
ſting ofleadts, there could no ground be hadat any hand, rep 
ther was it euer knowne (as 1s Teported) that any line w ould 
terch ground in any place abour that Iland. So that the top of 
Fogo burneth not ſo high inthe aire, but theroote of Brawa (lo 
is the Iland Called)? 15 buried and quenched as low inthe ſeas. 

1 The onely inhabitant of this Iland is an Heremit , as we ſup- 
poic, tor we toundno other houſes but'one , buiir as it ſeemed 
ich 2 parpoſe;and he was {o delighted in his ſolitaric ltuing, 
that he would by no meanes abide our comming, but fled, lea- 
uing behind him che relicks ot his falſe worthip; to wit, acrolle, 
with a crucinx, analtar with his ſuperaltar, and ccttaine other 
idols of wood of rude workemanihip. 

Here we diſmiſicd the Portugals taken neere Saint 7400, and 
gaueto tiem in exchange of their old ſhip, our new pinnace

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_ This alſo was obſeruable, that of our whole fleet, being now 
6. in 6umber, notwithſtanding the vncouthnes of the way, and 
what cuer other difhculties, by weather or otherwiſe wee met 
withall, not any one, inall this ſpace, loſt company of thereſt; 
except onely our Portugall priſe for one'day, who March 28. 
was fecuered from vs, | but the day following HMHarch 29. ſhee 
found vs againe, to both her one, and-our no little comfort : 
ſhee had in her 28, of our men, andthebeſt part ofall ourproui- 
fon for drinke; her hort abſence cauſed much doubting and 
| forrow inthe whole companie, neither couſd:thecthen haue 

been finally loſt, wichout the overthrow ofthe whole voyage. 

Among the many ſtrange creatures which weſawe, we rooke 

h eedfull notice of one, as ſtrange as any; to wit, the flying fith, 
a fiſh of the bignes and proportion, of areafonable or middle 
fort of Pilchards: hee hath finnes, of the length of his whole 
body, from the bulk to the top of the taile, bearing the forme, 
and ſnpplying the like vfe to him, / that wings doe torother crea- 
tures. By the helpe of theſe finnes, whe he ts chaſed of the pourro, 
or great mackre}(whom the Aarats or dolphin likewiſe purſuerh) 
and. hath not ſtrengrhto eſcapeby ſwimming'any longer, hee 
lifteth vp himſcitc above the water, and fliethia'prerty height, 
ſometimes lighting into boates or barkes as they ſaile along; 
The quiits of thcir-wings,are fo proportionab!e, and finelic (ec 


together, with a moſt thinne and dainty filme, that they might 


ſceche to leruey tor a 'nuch longer and bigherflight, but the:drie- 
3es of themis f1:ch, after ſome 10,0rt2; ftrokes, tharhee muſt 
needs intothe water againe-to maiſten them, which elſe would 
grow ſtiftc and vnfir for motion. Theincreaſe of this little and 
wondetivlil creature is in a manner infinite,the fry wheteoflicrh 
vpon the vpper part:of the waters, ir the heare ofthe Sun, as 
duft vpon the face'of the. earth, 'which being in bigneſſe ofa 
wheat ſtraw,and tn lengthan inch moreorlefle, do continually 
exerciſe therſelues in-both their faculties ofnatures wherein, 
if the Lord had nat madethem expert indeed, their generation 
could not haue continued, being ſo:defireda prey toſomany, 

e GC which 
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which greedily hunt afrerthem, forcing them toeſcape in the 
ayre by fight, when they cannot in the waters live in ſafety, 
Neither are they allwayes free, or without danger, in their fly- 
ing ; but as they eſcape one ewill, by refuſing the waters, ſo they 
ſometimes, fall mto as great a miſchiete, by mounting vp into 


the ayre, and thar, by meanes of a great andranening toule, na- 


med of fome a Dex or Spurkite, who feeding chietely, on ſuch 
fiſh as he can comeby at aduantage, in their ſwimming in the 
brim ofche waters, or leaping aboue the ſame, preſcntly ccaſet: 
ypon them with great violence, making great havock, eſpecially 
amongſt theſe flying fiſhes, though with ſmall profit ro himſelte, 
- Thereis another fort of fiſh, which likewiſe flicth in tie ayre, 
named a Catti/: its the ſame, whoſe bones the gold{mithes 
commonly vſe, or at leaſt not vnlike that fort, a multicude of 
which, haue ar one time, in their flight, fallen inco our ſhips, a- 
monglt our men, 

Paſſing thus, in beholding the moſt exce}lent works of the 
erernall God inthe ſeas, as if we had beene in agarden of plea- 
ſure. Aprill 5.we fell with the coaſt of Braſi!l,in ; 1.deg. 30. min. 
towards the pole Antartick, where the landis Jowe neere the 
ſca, but much higher wichin the countrie, hauing in depth nor 
abouc t2.fathome, Zo leagues off from the ſhoare : and being 
defcried by the inhabitants, we ſawe great and huge fires, 
made by them in ſundry plaes, Which order of making fires, 
though it be vniuerſall, as well among Chriſtians as he2rkens, 
yetis it not likely that many doe vſe it to that end{/Which the 
Bcafilians doe : to wit, for a ſacrifice to Deuills, whereat they. 


 intermixe many and diuers ceremonies of conivrations, caſting 


ypgrcat heapes of ſand, tothis end, that if any (hips, ſhall go 
about to ſtay vpon their coaſts, their miniftring ſpirits may 


make wrack of them, whereof the Portugalls by thelofle of di- 
- vers of their (hips, haue had often experience. 


Inthereports of Magellanes voyage, it is ſaid, thatthis peo- 
ple pray to no maner ofthing,but live only according tothe in. 


ſtint of nature, which it itwere true, there ſhould ſeeme to be a 
F WOndcr- 
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wonderfull alteration in them, ſince that tinac, being fallen from 
a ſimple and naturall creature, to make Gods of Deuills; But 
I am ofthe minde. that it was with them then, as now it 1s, one- 
ly they lacked then the like occaſion, to pur it in practiſe which 
now they haue: for then, they lived as a free people among 
theinſclues, but now,are in molt miſerable bondage and ſlavery, 
both in body, goods, wife, and children, and liteitſelfero the 
Portugal!s, whoſe hard and moſt cruell dealings againſt chem, 
forceth thein to flic,into the more vnfruictul parts of their owne 
land, rather there to ſtarve, or ar leaſt live miſerably with liber- 
4 tic, then ro abide ſuch intollerable bondage, as they lay vpon 
them vling the atoreſaid praQtiſes with deuills, both tor a re- 
uenge againſt their oppreſſors, andalſo for a defence, that they 
haue no turther entrance into the country. And ſuppoſing in- 
deed, that no othcr had vſed travell by ſea in ſhips, bur their 
enemies on21ly, they therefore vied the ſame at our comming : 
notwitſtanding, our God made their deuiliſh intent of none ef- 
fect; Foralbeir there lacked not (within the ſpace of our falling 
with this coaſt)!orcible ſtormes and tempeſts, yet did we ſuſt- 
aineno dammage, but onely the ſeperating of our ſhips, out of 
ſight fora few dayes. Here ourgenerall would haue gone a- 
ſhore, but we could finde no harbor in many leagues. And 
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therefore coaſting along the land, towards the ſouth, Aprill 7. Apr. 7. 


we hada violent ſtorme, for the ſpace of 3, houres, with thun- 
der, lightning, andrainein great abundance, accompanied 
with a vchement ſouth winde, direAly againſt vs, which cau- 
ſeda leperation of the Chri/topher(viz. the Caunter which wee 
rooke at cape Blanck, in exchange forthe Chriftopher, whoſe 
name {ſhe henceforward bore)from the reſt of the fleet. 

After this, we kepr on our courſe, ſomerime tothe ſea ward, 
ſometimes toward the (hoare, butalwayes ſouthward, as neere 


as we could : till Aprill 14. in the morning, at which time wee Apr. 14 


paſſed by cape Saint. Mary, which lies in 35. deg. ncerc 
the mouth of the river of Plate: and running within it about's. 
or 7. leagues along by the maine, we cameto anchor in a bay,

{07, by reaſon that the ſecond day after our anchoring here, the

Among other cares which our Generl|rookein this 2 Aon, 

next the maine cate of effecting the Voyage it {cite, theſe were 
the principall and chicfiy ſubordinate : to ke cpc our whole fleet 
{AS necre as pollidlc we could)together;to get freſh water wiich 
is of continuall vie; andto refreſh our men wearied with long 
toylesatſea, as oft 3s we ſhould find any opportunitie of effe- 
cing the ſame, And for tacle cauſes it was Jetermined,and pub- 
lique noticetheccof given at our departure from the Ilands of 
capc Ferde, that the next Randeuous both for the recolleing 


_ ofour nauy (if it ſhould be defperted) as allo for watering, and 


te like, ſhould bethe river of Vlate: whither we were all Ore: 
- aire wich allthe contentent ſpecd thet could be made, and ro 
itay one tor ancther, ific (houjd happenthat we could not ar- 
rive there all cogether ; and the eftedt wee found an{weradie to 
our expcRations,for here our ſeuered ſhip (as hath beene de- 
clared) found vs againe, and here we found thoſe other heips al- 
ſoſo much deſiced. Thecountrey hereabour is cf a temperate 
and molt {weet aire, very faire and pleaſant ro behold, and be- 
fides the exceeding fruitfulnefieof the (oileits ored with plen- 


tic of large and-mightic deere. 


Notwithſtandiog that in this firſt bay wee found ſweet and 
wholſome watcr euen at pleaſure, yet the lame day aiter ahe ar- 
rival! of the Caunter, we remoued ſome twelue leagues farther 
vp into another; where we found a loog rocke,or rather Iland of 
rocks, not farre frontthe mainc; making a commodious harbor, 
elpccially againſt a Souherly wind: inde r thein we anchored, 
and rode till the 29. day atnight;in which meane ſpace we kilied 
diuers Scales, or ſca-woiues (as the Spaniard cals them) which 
relortedto theſe rocks in great abundance. They arc g00d niear, 
and were an acceptable food to vs for the preicant , and a good 


ſupply of our proviſion for the ſuture.

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Hence t_A9ril 20, we waighcd againe and ſayled yet further 1598, 
vp ins the river, euen till we ; nee but three fadome deprh,and CAPT.20, 
that we roade with our aps: in ficſh water , but wee (taid not 
there,nor in any ocher place of the river, becauſe that the winds 
being { LIONng,! t11c {hoales many, and no ſafe harbour found. we 
could nor wichout vur great danger (o haue done, Haling there- 
torc to (caward 2gainc, tlic 27.0f the ſame moneth (afterthar 445, 2 
we bad [pen 411: fortnight in that riuer, to the great comfort 
of the whole flecr) wepalted by the Sourh {ide tkereot into the 
maine. The land here lieth South, South-weſt,and North N.E. 
with ſho:c water, ſomethree ot foure leaguesoffinto the fea: its 
about 36.dc 2.2 mil and ſomewhat better South latitude, 

At our vc ry fir iſt comming fortilto (ca againe, ro wir thc lame APY, 2 &/. 
night our flyboate the Swanne loſt company of vs: whereupon, 
thuugh our Gencrall doubred nothing of, her happy comming 
forward againe to the reſt of the flectez yer becaule it was grie- 
uousto huve ſuch often lofles, and char it was his duty as much 
aSin him lay, to preuenral: inconveniences bcf1des, that might 
grow;he determined to diminiſh the number of his ſhi ps.there- 
by to draw his men intolefle roome; that both the fewer ſhips 
might the better keepe company , and that they might alſo bee 
the better appointed with new and fiefh ſupplies of pProuifion 
and men, one to eaſe the burthen cf another: eſpecially, for thar 
he ſaw the coaſt (it drawing now toward VVinter herc) to bee 
ſuptect ro many and grietous ſtormes : And therefore he contt- 
nuzd on 111: 5 courſe, to find out aconuenient harbour for that 
vic; learching ail that coaſt from 36.10 47.degrees (as os aa 
ly as contrary winds and ſundry itormes-would permit) and yer 
{ound none toc the purpoſe. And in the meantime viz. Hay 8.by 3443 8, 
another {torme the Caunter alſo was once more lenered fro vs, 

fay 12, wee had fight of land, in 47. deg. where wee were Hay 12. 
forced 19 Come to anchor in ſuchroade as we could find for the 
tiime.Newuercheefſe our Generall named the place cape Hope;by 

rcalon of a bay dilcouered within the hedland,which teemcd to 
promile a good and commodious hatbour, But by realon of

many rockes lying off from the place, wee durſt not aduenture 
with our ſhips into it without good and peatc& diſcouerybe- 
fore hand made, 

Our Generall, eſpecially in matters of moment, was neuer 


wontto re'ye onely on other mens care, how truſty or skilfull 


ſocuer they might ſeemeto be;but alwayes contemniag danger 


 andrefuſtng no coyle, he was wont himſcite ro be one wholoe- 


ner was.a ſecond at euery turne, where courage, sktll,or induſtry 
was to be imployed ; neither would hee ar this time intruſt the 
diſcouery of theſe dangers to anothers paines, but rather to his 
oWne experience in ſearching out and ſounding of them. A boat 
being therefore hoiſed forth, himſelfe with ſomeothers the next 
morning, ay 13.rowed into the bay; and being now very nigh 
the ſhore,one of the men ofthe countrey ſhewed himſelfe vnto 
bim ſeeming very plealant,finging and dancing, after the noiſe 
of a rattle which he ſhooke in his hand , expeCting earncſlly his 
landing. : 

But chere was ſudainly {o great ana/teration in the weather, 
into athick and miſty fogge; together with an extreameſtorme 
and tempeſt, that our generall, being now 3. leagues from his 
ſhip, rhoughr it better to returne, theneither to land, or make 
any other fray : and yer the fogg thickened ſo mightily, that the 
{teht of the ſhips was berefr them, andif Captaine Thomas(vp- 


. on theabundance ofhis loue and ſeruice to his generall)had 


not aduentured, with his ſhip to enter that bay, in this perplex- 
ities, where good aduiſe would not ſuffer our ſhips to beare in, 
while the windes were more tolerable, and the ayrecleerer ; we 
had ſuſtained ſome great loſle,or our generall had beene further 
endangered, who was now quickly receiued abord his ſhip;out 
of which, being withinthe bay,they ler fall an anchor,androde 
there (God be praiſedJjin ſafety : bur our other ſhips, riding 
without, were ſo oppreſſed with the extremirie of the ftorme, 
that they were forcedro run off to ſea for their owne ſafegerd, 
being in good hope onely of the good ſucceſle of that ſhip, 
which was gone in to relciue our generall; before this gow 

aroſe, 
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by Sit Francis Drake, , 19 
aroſe, our Caunter, formerly loft , was come in the ſame day 1578. 
viito vs into the roade,bur was pur to {ea againe, the ſame cuc-, 
ning, with the reſt of the fleere. 

The next day May 14. the weather being faire, andthe May 14. 
windes moJerate, but the flzet out of fight, our generall deter- 
mined to goe_ aſhore, to this end, that he might, by making ot 
fires, giue ſignes ro the diſperſed ſhips, to come together againe 
into thatroade: whereby atlaſt, they were all aflembled, ex- 
cepting the Swizz, loſt longtime b:tore, and excepting our 
Portugall priſe, called the ary ; which waighing in this Jaft 
ſtorme, the night before, had now loſt company , and was nut 
found againe 1n along time after. 

In this p!ace(the people bcing remoned vp into the country, 
belike for tea:< of our comming) we found necre vnto the rocks, 
oi houſes made for that purpoſe, as alſo in diuersother places, 

preat ſtore of Oltriches atleaſt to che number of 50, with much 
other foule ; ſome dried and ſome in drying for their proviſion , 
as itſcemed, to carrie with themro the place ofcheir dyel- 
lings. The Oſtriches thighs were in bignes equall to reaſonable 
legs of murton, Thev cannot flie at all; but they runne ſo [wittly, 
andrake ſo long ſtrides, rharit is not poſſible for a man inrun- 
ning by any meanes torake them, neither yer tocome fo nigh 
them, as to haue any thor at them-either with bow or peece: 
Whereof our men had often proofe on other parts of that coaſt 
for all che coun trey is full of chemz We found there the tooles 
or inſtruments which the people vie in taking them. 

Among other meanes they vle in betraying theſe Oftriches, 
they haue 2 great and large plume of feathers , orderly com- 
pattr»grihicr vpon he end of a ſtaffezin the forepart bearing the 
likeneſle of the head, necke, and bulke of an Oſtrich, andin the 
hinder part, {preading it icife out very large ſufficient(being hol- 

'den befarc him) to hide the moſt part of. the body of a man: 
With chis ir ſeemeth they ſtav'ke,driuing them into ſome ſtraite 
ornecke of lan cloſe to the lea f1de; where ſpreading long and 
firong nets, with their dogs which they hauc in readinefſe ar all

Art our departure hence; we held our courſe South! and by

vnto vs, with leaping, dancing, and holding vp their hands, and 
making ourcries after their manner : but being then high water, 
we could not go oucr tothem on foot, VVherefore the Generall 
cauſed immediatly a boat to bee in readineſſe , and ſent vnto 
them ſuch things as he thought w6ulddelight them; as knives, 
bells, bugles, &c. whereupon they beeing affembled together 


vpon a hill, halfe an Engliſh ile from the waters' fide ; ſent 
downe two of their company,running one after the other with: 
a great grace, trauerfing their ground as it ſeemed after the man- 


ner of their warres, by degrees defdending towards'rbe waters 
fide very ſwiftly, Notwithſtanding drawing nigh vnto it, they 
made a ſtay , refuſing to come neere our men : which our men 
perceiuing, ſent ſuch things as they had-tyed with a ſtring vpon 
a rod, and ſtucke the fame vp a reafonable diſtance from hem, 
where they mightſee it, Andafſooneas our men were departed 
from che place, they came and tooke thoſe things, leauing in- 
ſteadofrhem, as in recompence, ſuch feathers as they vie to 
weare about their heads, with a bone'made in manner of-a trooth- 


pick,carued round aboutthe top,and in length about fix inches, 


being very ſmoothly burniſhed, Wheretpon our:Gener$ll, with 
diucrs of his gentlemen and companie, atlow water: wetit ouer 

tothem to the maine. 
Apainſthis comming they remained ſtill vpon the hill, and 
ſet themſclucs in a ranke, one by one; appointing one vf their 
company-to runne before'them frowyrhe”oneend of theranke 
tothe other, and ſo backe againe'\) continua'lyEaſt-and Welk, 
with holding vp his hands over his head, and ycelding forward 
his body in his running towatd the riſing and*ſerting of the 
Sunne: andatevery ſecond or third rutne at thEmoſt, creed 
his body ,apainſt the widſtofche ranke ot rhe people, lifting 
bimſelfe vau/ting-wife from:the- ground towards the Moone, 
being then ouer our heads: fignifysng thereby.,as we conceived, 
that they called the Sunne-and Moone (whom they ſerne for 
D gods)

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gods)to witnefic,thatthey meant nothing towards vs but perce, 
Burt when they percetued that we alcended the hill apace, and 
drew pigh vnto then, they ſeemed very fearctuil of ouc com- 
ming. | | [1 

V herefore our Generall not willing, to giue them any way 
any occaſion to miſl:;ke,or be diſcomfited, ceryred his company; 
wherby they were ſo allured, and did fo therein confirme then 
ſclues of vs,that we were no enemies,ncither meant them harm, 
that withour al feare divers came down with great ſpeed atrer vs, 
preſently entring into traffique wich our men. Notwithſtanding 
they would recewie nothing at our hands but the ſame muſt be 
firſt caſt ypon che ground, viingthis word, Zu//«s, for exchange 
7 ojtt to caſt vpon che ground. And it they milliked any thing, 
they cryed Coroh, Coroh, ſpeaking the ſame with ratling in the 
throat, The wares we recetued from them were atrowes of reeds, 


feathers, and ſuch bones as are afore deſcribed. 


Tais people go naked, except askin of furre which they call 
abour their (ſhoulders, when they {tr orlye in the cold : but ha- 
uing any thing to do,as geing or any otier labour, they vſe it as 
a girdle about their loynes. They weate their haire very long,bur 
leſt it mighttrouble them in their trauell, they knit it vp wit'1 a 
roll of Oitcich(fcarhers, viing rhe ſame roils and haire rogether 
for a quiuer for their arrowes, and for a ſtore houſe ,'in which 
they carry the moſt things which they carry about them. Some 
of them within theſe rolls ſticke on either (1de of their heads 
(for a ſigne of honour in their perſons)3 large and plaine feather 
{hewing like hornes afarre off : So.that ſuch a head vpon a naked 
body (if diucls do appeare w:th hornes) might very nigh relem- 
ble diuels, 

Their whole brauery and ſetting out themſclues ſtandert) in 
painting their badies with diuers colours , and ſuch workes as 
they can deuiſe. Some waſh.their faces with ſu!; hure, oi ſone 
ſuch like ſubltance: ſome paint their whole bodies biack,leiving 
oncly their neckes behind and befor: white, much/'xe our da- 


moſcls that weare their ſquares, their neckes andÞreaſis naked. 
Some 
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Some paint one ſhoulder blacke, another white: and their ſides 
and legs avon /ari'; with the ſame colours, one ſtill con- 
a 


trary to the other. The black part hath fer vpon it white moones, 
and the white part blacke Suns, being the tarks and charaQters 
ef their gods, as is before nored. 

They haue ſome commodity by painting of their bodies, for 
the which caule they vſe it ſo generally : and rhat I'gather to be 
the defence it yeelderh againit the piercing and nipping cold. 
For the colours b:ing cloſe !layd on vpon their skinne, orrather 
in their fleſh, as by continuall renewing of theſe tuyces which 
are layedon, ſoakt into the mnerpart thereof, doth fill vp the 
pores focloſe that no aire or cold canenter, or makethem.once 
ro ſhrinke. ; 

They hauecleane,comely, and ſtrong boaies : they are ſwift 
of foor, and {ceme very aCtiue. Neither is any thivg more la- 
mentable (in my iudgement) then tha: ſo goodly a people, and 
ſo liuely creatures of God, ſhould bee ignorant of the true and 
liuing God. Andſo muchthe more is this to be lainented , by 
how m:1ch they are more traRtable, and eaftc'o be brought tO 
the ſheepfold of Chrilt : hauing in truth aland ſuffictent to re- 
compence any Chriſtian Prince in the world, for the whole tra- 
uell and labour, colt and charges beſtowed in that behalfe : with 
a wonderfull enlarging of a kingdome, beſides the glory of God 
by encreaſing of the C "hurch of Chriſt. 

Its wonderfull xo heare, being never knowne to Chriſtians 
before this time, how familiar they became in ſhort ſpace with 
vs; thinking chenſclues robe toyned with ſuch a people, as they 
ought rather ro (crue,then offer any.wrong or iniurievnro. Pre- 
ſuming that they might be bold with our Generall as with a Fa- 
ther, and with vs as with brethren aad their necteſt friends; nei- 
ther ſeemed their loue lefle towards vs. One of the chiefcſt 
among them hauing on a time received a cap of our Generals 
head, which he did daily weare, remouing himſdfe bur a lirrle 
from vs, with an arrow pierced his legge deepely, canſtng the 
bloud to {treame out vpon the ground:fignifying thereby, how

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1578. vnfainedly he louedhim, andgiuingtherina couenant of peace: 
The number, of men which here did frequent our companie, 
wereabour fiftie perſons, Yirhia, in the Sauthermolt part of 
thisbay, therc- is a riuer of freſh water, with a great many profi- 
tabe ilands;of which, ſome haue ial {uch (tore of Szales or 
ſea-wolucs as were able to maintaine ahuge army of men.Other 
Ilands being many:and great, are ſorepleniſhed with birds and 
foule, as if there were no other victuals, a wonderfull multitude 
of people might be nouriſhed by the increaſe of them for many 
poltcritics.. Oftheſe we killed ſome with hot , and ſome with 
{taues, and rooke {ome with our hangs, from mens heads and 
ſhoulders vpon which they lighted, We could not perceiue that 
the people of the countrey had any ſorr of boate or canowe, to 
cometo theſe Ilands. Their owne prouiiton which they catc, 
for ought we could percciuc,was commonly raw.For we ould 
ſometimes find the remnants of Seales all bloudy which they. 
had gnawne with their teeth like dogs: They go all of them ar- 
med, withaſhort bow of about an cllin length in their hands, 
with arroives of reeds, and headed with a flint ſtone, very cun- 
ningly cur and faſtned. 

This bay by reaſon of the olenty of Seales therein found (in. 
ſomuch that we k:lled two hundred in the ſpace of one houre) 
wecalled Sea/e bay. And haning now made ſufficient prouifion 
of victuals and other neceſſaries, as alſo happily finiſhed allour 
buſtneſles, Tune 3, welet faile from thence; And coaſting along 
rowards "e pole Antartick Tune 12, we fel] withalile bay , tt 
which we arichored forthe ſpace of wo dayes ſpent in the dil: 
charging of our Caunter, tac Chrybopher, wach. wee here

June Ihe - The 14.day we : waighed againe, and kept on our bite Sourh- 

Lune 17, ward till tlic 17. and then caſt anchor in another bay in 50. deg. 

25.min.lackiog bur little more.then one degree,of the mouth of 
the Straights ; -\through which '2Y, our ſo much deſfited paſſage 
into the South ea.-2>-.4 


Here ourgenerallon good aduiſe determined to alter his 
coule, 
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courſe ; and turne hisſterne to:the Northward againe, if happi- 15-8, 
ly God would grant we might find our ſhip and friends whom = 

we loſt in the great ſtorme, as is before ſaid, Foralmuch 2s (if we 

ſhould enter the Straight without.them 1n our company )1: mult 

nceds go hard withthem; and we alſo inthe meane time as well 

by their abſence,as by the vncerraintie of their ſtate, muſt needs 

receive no ſmall diſcomfort. 

Andrhercfore lune 18, inthe morning putting to ſea againe, ,,  « 
with hartie and often prayers wee toyned watchtull induſtry to NT ee 
ſerue Gods good prouidence:and held on our purpoſe to runne 
backe roward the linc into the ſame height, in which they were 
firſt diſſeuered from vs. 

The 19. day of June roward night, hauing fayled within a few ,,.., 19 
leagues of port Saint 7alian,wehad our ſhip in fight: for which = 
we gave Godthatkes with moſt ioyfull minds. And forafmuch 
as the ſhip was farre out of order, and very leake, by reaſon of 
extremity of weather which ſhe had endured, aſwell before her 
looſing company as inher abſence: our Generall thought good 
to bearce into Port Saint 14/14 with his fleet, becauſe it was fo 
nigh at hand, and ſo convenient a place: intending there to re- 
freſh his wearied men, and cheriſh them which had in their ab- 
ſence taſted ſuch bitrerneſle of diſcomfort,” beſides the want of 
many things which they ſuſtained. 

Thus the next day the 20. of Iune we entred Port Saint Ju{i- ,,,,.., 
4: which ſtandeth in 47. deg. 30. min, and hath on rhe Sourh 
{1de of the harbour picked rockes like rowers,and within the har- 
bour many Hands, which you may ridehard aboard off, bur in 
going in you muſt borrow of the North ſhoare, 

Being now come to anchor , and all things fitted and made 
fafe aboard, our Generall with certaine of his companie, (viz. 

Thomas Drake his brother, 1ohn Thomas, Robert Winter, Oltucr 
the Maſter gunner,./ohy Brewer, and Thomus Hood) lune 22. , 
rowed furtlier in. with a boate to: find our ſome convenient #*22: 
lace which might yee)d vs freſh water, during the time of our 


abode there, and furniſh vs with lupply for prouifton, to take to i 
, Di 3 lea 2 


—_— 
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ſea with vs at our departure. Which worke as it was of great ne- 
ceſſitic, and thereforecarctully ro be performed; ſodid nothke 
thinke himſclte diſcharged of his duty, ifhe himſelfe beſtowed 
nor the firſt trauellchereiv, as his vie was ar alltimes in all other 
things, belonging to the relieuing of our wants,and the mainte- 
nance of our good eſtate, by the ſypply of what was needful]. 
Prefently vpon his landing he was viſited by two of the inhabi- 
rants of the place, whom CMagelianenamed Paragows, or rather 
Pentagours fro ntheir huge (tarure,and ſtrength proportionable: 
Theſe as they ſeemed greatly toreioyce at his arrjuall , {o did 
they ſhew themſeiues very familiar , recciuing at our Generals 
bands whatſoeuer he gaue them, and raking great pleaſure in 
ſceing Maſter Olzuer the maſter gunner ofthe Admirall,to ſhoot 
an Engliſh arrow: trying with him to ſhoot atl:ngth, bur came 
nothing neere him. 

Not long after, came one more of the ſame laſte, but of a 
ſowerer ſorte, tor he, miſliking of the familiarity which his fel- 
lowes had vſed, ſeemed very angry withthem, and ſtroue ear- 
neſtty to withdrawe them, and to turne them to become our e- 
nemies; Which our generall with his men not ſuſpe@ingin the, 
vied them as before : and one Mr. Robert VV inter, thinking of 
pleaſure ro ſhoote an arrow atlengrth, as Mr. Oliuer had done 


| before, that he which came laſt alſo might haue a fightrhereof, 


theſtring of his bow brake; which, as before it was a terror vn- 
to them,ſo now broken, it gaue them great.incouragement,and 
boldnes, and as they thought, great advantage intheir treache- 
rous intent and purpoſe ; not imagining that our callivers, 
ſwords, and targets, were any munition or weapon of warre. 
Inwhich perſwaſion(as the generall with his companie - 
were, quietly without any fuſpition of euill, going downe 
towards his boate)chey ſodainely being prepared,and gotten by 
ſtealch behinde them, ſhot cheir arrowes; and cheifely at bim 
which had rhe bowe, not ſuffering him to ſtring the ſame a- 
gaine, which he was about to haue done, as well as hee could : 


butbeing woundediathe ſhoulder at the firſt ſhot, and turning 
| about, 


— 
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about, wa ſped with anariow, which prirced his lunges, yet he 
fell nor. Bat che Mr, gunner being ready to ſhoore ot his calli- 
ver, which tooke not fire in leuclling thereof, was preſently 
ſlaine outright, In this extremitie, ifour gencrall had not beene 
both expert in uch affaires, ableto judge, and give preſent di- 
reion in the danger thereof, and had not valiantly thruſthim- 
ſelfe into the dance, agzinl(t rl;ele monſters, there had no'one of 
our men, that there were landed, eſcaped with life. Herthere- 
fore, giuing order that no man thould keepe any certaine 
ground, bur ſhift from place to place,encroaching {till vponthe 
enemie, v{11g their targets, andother weapons tor the defence 
of their boct-s,and that they ſhould breake ſomany arrowes,as 
by any meanes they could come by, being ſhot at them;where- 
in he himſclte was very diligent, and carefull alſo incalling on 
them, knowing that their arrowes being once ſpent, they ſhould 
haue theſe cncinies at their deuotion and pleaſure, to kill or 
ſaue, andchis order being accordingly taken,himſcltc I ſay with 
a good courage and truſt inthe true and liuing God, taking and 
ſhooting off,che ſame peece, which the gunner could nor make 
to take tice,diſpatched the firlt beginner ofthe quarrell,the ſame 
man which {l:we our Mr. gunner. For the peece being charged 
with abulicc, and haile (hor, and well aimed, tare out his bellie 


and gutts, with great torinent, as it ſeemed by his cry, which , 


was ſo hidco: sand hortible a roare, as if tcn bulls had ioyned 


rogethcr in roaring, wherewith the courage of his partners was 
ſo abated, andrheir hearts appalled, that notwithſtanding, di- 
ucrſe of their! tellowes and countriemen appeared our of the 
woods, on each fide : yer they were glad, by flying away, to 
ſave ctheniſelves, quietly ſuffering our men cither to depart or 
ſtay. Our genera!l choſe rather to depart, then co take further 
reuenge of them, which now he might, by reaſon of his woun- 
ded wan, whom for many good paits he loued dearely; and 
therefore would rather haue laued him, then (laine an hundred 
enemies, but being paſt recoucry , ke died the 2, day, after his 
being brought aboard apaine. | 
That 
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That nig't our Mr. gunners body being left aſboare, for the 
{peedier bringing of the other aboard our generall himſelfethe 
next day, with his boate well appointed,returned to the ſhoare, 
co ferch it likewiſe : which they found lying where it was left, 


. bur ſtripr of his yppermoſt garment, and having an engliſh ar- 


row ſtucke in hisrighc eye. 

Both of theſe dead bodies were layd together in one eraue, 
with ſuch recerence, 'as was fit for the eatthen rtabernacles of 
immortall ſoules ; and with ſuch cominendable ceremonies, as 
belong vato fouldiers of worth, in time of warre, whichthey 
moſt rruly and rightfully deſerued, 

Magellane was nor alcogether deceiued, in naming them 
Giants; for they generally differ from the common fort of 
men, both in ſtature, bignes, and ſtrength of body, as alſo in 
the hideouſncſle of their voice: but yer they are nothing ſo 
monſtrous, or giantlike as they were reported; there being 
ſome Engliſh men, as tall,,as the higheſt -of any chat we could 


\ ſee, but peraduenture, the Spaniards did not thinke, that euer: 


any Engliſh man would come thicher, to reproue them ; and 
therevpon might preſume the more boldly tolie : the name” 
Pentagones, Fiae cabits v1z. 7.toorcand halte, deſcribing rhe full 


height(ifnorfome what more)ofthe higheſt ofchem, 


'Bur this 5-certaine, that the Spaniſh crueltics there vſed, 
haue made them more monſtrous, in minde and mannets, lien 
they are in body; and more - inhoſpitable, ro deale with any 
ſtrangers,that ſhall come hereafter, For the loſſe of their friends 
(the remEbrance wherof'is aſſigned and conuejghedouer from 
one generation'to another, among their poſteritie) breedeth an 
old grudge, which will not eafily be forgotten,with ſo quarrell-'- 
ſome and revengefull a people. Notwithſtanding the-terrour 
which they had conceiued of vs, did hencetorwardſ{o quench 
their heate, and take downe their edge, that they both for- 
gate reuenpe, and ſeeming by their countenance, to repenit 
them of thewrong they had offered vs, that meant them no 


harme, ſuffered vs to dec what we would, the wholedpace of 
two 
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two monethes after this, without any interruption or moleſta- 
tion by them, and it may perhaps be a meanes, to breede 
2 peace in that people, rowards all that may hereafter this, 
come that way. | 

Torhis cuill, thus recciued at the hands of infidells, there was 
adioyned, and grew another miſchiefe, wrought and contriued 
cloſely amongſt our ſelues,as great,yea farre greater,and of farre 
more greiuous conſequence chen the former : but that it was, 
by Gods prouidence, detected and preuented intime, which 
elſe had extended it felfe, not onely to the violent ſhedding of 
innocent blood, by murthering our generall and ſuch others as 
were molt firme and faithfull to him : bur alſo to the finall ouer- 
throw ofthe whole action intended, and to diucrs other moſt 
dangerous cficQts, | 

Theſe plotts had beene layd before thevoyage beganne in 
England : the very modell of them was ſhewed, and declared to 
our generali in his garden at Plimmouth,before his ſetting ſayle, 
which yet he either would not credit, as true or likely, of a per- 
- fon whom heloued (o deerely, and was perſwaded of to loue 
him likewiſe vnſaincdly, or thought by loue and benefits, tore- 
- moue-and remcdy it, itthere were any cuill purpoſes conceiued 
againſt him. 

And therforc,he did not onely continue /to this ſuſpeed & 
- accuſed perſon )al countenance,credit,and courtcſies,which he 
was wont to ſhew & giue him; but encrealedthem,vſing him in 
awanneras another himſelte, and as his moſt inmolt friend : 
lodging him with himfclifez giuing him the ſecond place, in all 
companies, in his preſence; leauing in his hand, the {tate as it 
were of his owne perſon, in hisabſence; imparting vnto him 
all his counſells; allowing him free liberty in all things, that 
wererealonabie ; and bearing often, at his hands great infirmi- 
ties; yea deſpiſing, that any priuate injury, ſhould breake ſo 
firme a friendſhip,as he meant towards him, And theretorc,was 
he oftentimes not alictle offended, euen with thoſe, whoſvpon 


conſcience of their duty, and knowledge that otherwiſe they 
Ez ihould

ſhouldindeed offend)diſcloſed from time to time varo tim, 
how the fire increaſed, that theatned his owne, together with 
the deſtruQtion of the whole aQion, 

Bur aclengrh, perceiuing that his kenity and fauours did little 
good; in chat the hear of ambition was noty'er allayed, nor 
could be quenched, as ir ſeemed, but by blood; and that the 
manifo!d practiſes grew dayly mote and more, euento cxtremi- 
tics; he thought it high time, to call theſe praCtiſes into queſti- 
on, betore it were too late, to call any queſtion of them into 
hearing, And theretore ſetting good watca ouer him, and al- 
ſcmbling all his Caprtaines, and gentlemen of his comapany to- 
gether; he propounded to them, the good parts which were in 
the gentleman, the great good will, and inward afteQtion, more 
then vrotherly, which he had cucr, ſince kis firſt acquaintance 
borne him, not omitting the reſpe&t, which was had of him, 
among no meane perſonages in England ; and afterwards de- 


_ tnered the letters, which were written to him, with thc particu 


lars from time to time, which had beene obſerued, notlo much 
by himſcife, as by his good friends; not onely at ſea, bureuen 
at Plimmouth ; notbare words but writings; ; not Writings a- 
lone, but a&ions, tending to the ouerthrowe of the ſeruice in 
hand, and making away of "his perſon. 

Proofes werg required and alleaged,ſo many,and fo euidenr, 
that the gentleman himſelte, ſtricken with remorſe of his incon- 
aderate and vnkinde dealing, acknowledged himfelfe ro haue 
geſerued death, yeamany deathes ; tor 5 40 be 11rd not 

one 'y the ouerthrow of the action, but of the principal ac- 
ror allo, who was not a ſtranger or il-willer, but a cdeare and 
rite frirnd vnto him: and therefore in a ercat afſembly open- 
ly belought them, in whoſe hands tuſtice reſted, to take ſome 
order for him ; that he might nor be compelled, to enforce his 
owne hands, 2painfl his owne bowells, or otherwiſe to become 


_ his owne execurioner. 


The admiration and aſtoniſhment hereat, 1n all the hearers 
2GCR thoic which were his ncereſt friends,and moſtaffeed him

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was great, yea in thoſe, which for many benchits receiued from 
him, had good caule toloue him: but yet the gentrall was 
molt of all diſtracted ; and therefore witherewe himſclfe, as nor 
ableto concealehistender affection, requiring them, that had 
heardthe whole matter, to giuc their iudyements, as Ley Would 
another " anſwer it vnro their prince , and vnto almightic 
God, judge of ail he earth, Therefore they all, aboue 40.1n 
number, the chicteſt of place and judgement in the whole fleet, 
afcer they had diſcufled diuerfly of the caſe, and alleaged what« 
ſocuer came in their mindes, or could be there produced by ary 
of his other friends, with their owne hands,vnder ſcale adiudged 
that: Hehad deſerned acath: And that it ſtoode, by no meanes 
with their ſafety, to let bim line: Aud therefore, they remitted the 
manner thereof with thereſt of the circumſtances to the general, 

This judgement, and as it were afliſe, was held a land, in one 
oithe land: of that port; which atterwards, in memory hereof 
was called, the and of Trac zuſtice and indgement.

It hath formerly beene recciued-as anvvndoubted truth, that 
the ſeas, following the courſe of the firſt mover, from Eaftto 
Welt, have a continuall cutrent through this ſtraite, but our 
experience found the contrary : the ebbings and flowing) here, 
being as orderly(in whichthe water rifcs and falls more then 5. 
fachomes, vpright)as on other coats. 

The 24 of Auguſt bcing Bartholomew day, wefell with 3. 
Ilands, beariog triangle-wile on? from another, one of them 
was very faire and large, and of airuirfull ſoile, vpon which be- 
ing next vnto vs, and the weather very calme, our generall with 
his gentlemen, and certaine of his mariners, thenlanded:; ; taking 
poſſeſſion thereot in her Maicſtics oame.and to her vſe,and cal- 


led the ſame E/rzabeth land. 


The other two, though they were not ſo large, nor fo faire to 
rhe eye, yet were they to vs cxcecding vletull, for in them wee 
found great ſtore of ſtrange birds,which could nor flic at all ,aor 
yet runne {o faſt, as that they could cſcape vs with their lives :in 
body they are [eſſe then a gooſe, and bigger then a mallard, 
ſhort and thicke ſertogether, having no feathers, but inſteed 
thereof, a certamne hard and matted downe their beakes are not 
much valike the bills of crowes, they lodge and breed vpon the 
land, where making earthes, as the conies doe, in the ground, 


p they lay their egges, and bring vp their young; their feeding

Inthe Iland of Saint Geerze, we found che body of a man, fo 
long'd dead before, that his bones would no: hold togerhe r, be- 
ing moued out of the place whereon they lay. 

.From theſe lands, tothe entrance into the South ſea, the 
frete is very crooked;hauing many turnings,andas it were ſhut- 
tings vp,as if there were no paſſage ar all,by meanes whereofyvc 
were often troubled with contrary windes, ſo that ſome of our 


ſhips, recouering a cape of land, entring another reach, the re(t- 


were forced to alter their co! arſe, and come to anchor where 
they might, Itis true which Magellane reporteth of this paſl- 
ſage: namely that there .beinany faire harbours, and ſtore of 
ireſh water ; but ſome ſhips, had need tobe fraughted with no- 
thing ele, beſides anchors and cables, to finde ground, in moſt 
of chein, to come to anchor ; which when any extreame guſts, 

or contrary-windes doe come(whereunto the place is airoge- 
ther ſubic&)is agreat hindrance.to rhe paſſage, and carrieth 
wittitnoſmall danger. 

The land on both ftdes is very high and mountainous, ha- 
uing on the North and VVelt fide the continent of America, 
and on the South andEaſt part, nothing vut Hands: among 
which, lye innumerable fretes or paſlages into the South ſea. 
The mouptaines ariſe with ſuch tops. and (pires into the aire, 8: 
of ſorarca height, as they may well be accounted amongſt the 
' wonders of the world ; enuironed as it were, with many regions 


of congealed clouds, and frozen meteors, wherby they are con«. 


rinually fed and increafed, both in height and btgnes,from time 


}rorime, retaining that which they haue once receiued , being 


lictle againe diminiſhed by the heate of the ſun, as being ſo tarre 
from reflexion, and ſo nigh.the cold and frozen region,

But notwithſtanding all this, yet are the loweand plaine 
. . a® 

oroundes verie fruicfu],the gralle greene and naturall-the hearbs 
that are of very ſtrange ſorts, good and many; the trees for 
the moſt part of them alwaies greene , the ayre ofthe tempera- 
eure of our countrey; the water moſt pleaſant; and the ſoile 
agreeing to any graine which we haue growing in our countrie : 
aplaceno doubr, that lacketh nothing, bur a people to vle the 
{ame to the Creators glory, and the enctcaſing of the Church : 
the people inhabiting theſe parts, made fires as we paſſed by in 
divers places. 

Drawing nigh the entrance of the South ſea, wee had ſuch a 
ſhutting vp to the Northwards, and ſuch large and opentftreres 
toward the Sourh, that it was doubtfull which way wee ſhould 
paſſe, without further diſcouerie : for which cauſe, our generall 
hauing brought his fleete to anchor vnder an Iland, himſelte, 
with certaine of his gentlemen, rowed in a boateto deſcrie the 
paſſage; who hauing diſcouered alufticient way towardsthe 
North, in their returne to their (hips, meta cannowe vnder the 
ame lland, where wee roce then at anchorghauing in herdiuers 
perſons. 

"This cannowe or Þoate was made of the barke of diuers 
trees, hauing a prowe and a [terne ſtanding vp, and ſemicircle- 
wiſe yeelding inward, of one forme and faſhion , the body 
whercof wasamaſt dainty mould, bearing in it moſt comely 
proportion, and excellent workmanſhip; in ſo much as toour 
generall and vs, it ſzemed neuerto haue beenedone, withour 
the cunning and expert iudgement of art ; and that not forthe 
vic of [o rude and barborous a people, but for the pleaſure of 
ſome great and noble perſonage, yea of ſome Prince: It had no 
other cloſing vp or caulking in the ſeames, bur the ſitchin with 
thongs, made of Seale-«kins,or other ſuch beaſt and yer fo cloſe 
that it receiued very lirtle or no water atall. 

The people are of a neane ſtature, but well ſer and compatt, 
in all their parts aad limmes ; they hauegreat pleaſure in pain- 


ting their faces, asthe others baue, of whom we haue ſpoken

But God giiing men leaue to purpoiegreferiueti 
to himfclfe rhe difpoſicion.of all things : making thetr intents ot 
none cffc&t, or changing their meanings oft times cleane into 
rac contrary, as may belt ſerue for his ewne glory and their

For September 7. the ſecondday after our entrance into the 
South ſea (calied by ſome are parrſicarm, but proving to vs r2- 
hertobe Aare furioſam,) God by a contrary wind and intolle- 
rable cempeſt, ſeemed roſerhimſelte again vs : forcing vs not 
onely to alter our courſe and determination , bur with great 
trouble,long time, many dangers, hard eſcapes, and finall tepa- 
rating of our fleet, to yeeld ouritlues vnto his will, Yea ſuch was 
the cxtremitte of the rempelt, that ir appearedto vs as if he had 
pronounced a ſemcnce,not to ſtay his hand,norto withdraw his 
t0dgement till he had buried out bodies and flips alſo, in tac 

portomlcite depgh of the raging ſea, | 

la rhe rime of this incredibie ſtorme the 15. of September, 
the Mcune was ecclipfed in Aries , and darkened about three 
points, for che {pace of two glaſſes : which being end2d, might 
fceme ro giuc vs ſome hope of alteration-and change of weather 
tothe better. Notwith{tanding,as the eccliptica!] conflict could 
adde nothing to our miſcrable eſtate, no more did the ending 
thereof caſe vs any thing at all ; nor take away any firt of our 
troubles from vs: but our ecclipſe continued ſtill in its [1]! force. 
ſo preuailing againſt vs, that for the ſpace oftu!l 5 2. daves rOge- 
ther, we were datkened more then the Myone by 20. parts, or 
more then we by any meanes could ever haue preſerued, or re- 
couered light of our ſelues againe, ifthe Sonne of God which 
El layed 
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zhecharge of hcr, partly through akindof defirethat ſome in 
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layedhis burthen vpon our backs, had not mercifully borne it 
vp with his owne ſhoulders , and vpheld vs in it by his owne 
power, beyond any poſſible ſtrength or skill of man. Neither 
mdced did we at a!l eſcape , but with the tceling of great dif. 
comforts through the fame, 

For theſe violent and cxtraordinaric flawes (ſuch asſeldome 
haue beene ſcene) ſtill contiouing,or rather increaſing, Seprem- 
ber 30. in the night,cauſcd che forrowtull ſeparation ot the 41s- 
r/4014 trom vs, in which was Caprtaine Jchn Thomas, with many 
others of cur deare friends: who by no means that we could con- 
cciue could helpe themfelues , but by ſpooming along before 
theſea, VWith whom albeit wee could never meet againe, yet 
(our Generall hauing aforchand giuen order, that it any of our 
fleet did loole company, the place of reſort to meet againe 
{ſhould be in 30. deg. or thcreabouts,vpon the coalt of Peru,to- 
ward the EquinoCtiall) wee long time hoped (t Il experience 
ſhewcd our hope was vaine)that there we thould toyfully meer 
wich them :efpecially for that they were well prouided of vi- 
Gtuals,and lackt no ski!full and ſufhcient m2n(befides their Cap- 
taine) to bring forwards the ſhip to the place appointed, 

From the ſeuenth of September (in which the ſtorme began) 
till the ſeuenth of Oktober we could not by any meancs recouer 
any land(hauing in the meane time beene driuen ſo faire South, 
asto the 57. deg, and ſomewhat betrex) on this dzy towards 
night, ſomewhat to the Norchwaid of that cape 03 America 
{whereof mention is made before in'the defcription of our de- 
parture from the ſtraire into this ſca) with a ſortie ſaiic wee cn- 
tred a harbour: where hoping to enioy forme freedoreandeaſe, 
till che ſtorme was ended , we recciued within few houres after 
our comming to anchor,fo dead'y a ſtroake and hard entertaine- 
meat, that our Admicall lefc rot onely an anchor behind her, 
throughche violence and turte of the flawe z but in Pg 
thence, alſo loſt the company and ſight of our Vice-admirall, 
the Elizabeth : partly through the negligence of thoſe that had 


her 


a 
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her had to be out of theſe troubles , and to be at home apaine: 
which (as ſince is knowne) they thence forward by all meanes 


aſſayed and performed, For the very next day October 8, reco- OMbs 


ucring the mouth of the ſtraits againe (which wee were now ſo 
ncere vato) they returned backe the ſame way by which they 
came forward, and ſo coaſting Braflill, they arriucd in England 
Tune 2. the yeare following. 

Sothatnow our Admiral if ſhe had retained her old name 
of Pel';can, which ſhe bare at our departure from our countrey, 
ſhe might haue beence now indeed laid to be as aPellican alone 
in the wildernetſe.For albeit our Generall ſought the reſt of his 
fleet with great care, yet could we not hauc any ſight or certaine 
ne wes of them by any meanes, 

From this bay of parting of friends, we were forcibly driuen 
backe againe into 55. deg. towards the pole Antarticke, In 
which height we ranne in among the Ilands betore mentioned, 
lying ro the Southward of America, through which we paſſed 
from one ſea to the other, as hath beene declared, VVhere com- 
ming to anchor, wee found the waters there to haue their in- 
draught and free paſſage,andthatthrough no {mall guts,or nar- 


' rowchannels, but indeed through as large frets or ſtraights, as 


it hath at the ſuppoſed ſtreights of Magellane through which we 
Came. 

Among theſe Ilagds,making our abode with ſome quictneſle 
fora very liutle while, (viz. two dayes) and finding diuers good 
and wholeſome herbs together with treſh water; our men which 
before were weake,and much empaired in their health,began to 
receive good comfort : eſpecially by the drinking of one herbe 
(not much vnlixe that herbe which wee commonly call Penny- 
leafe) which purging with great facilitie affoorded great helpe 
and refreſhing to our wearied and fickly bodies. But the winds 
returning to their old wont, andthe ſeas raging after theirfor- 
mer manner,yea cuery thing as it were ſetting itſelte againſt out 
peace and de(tced reft, here wasno ſtay permitted vs,neither any 


latety to be looked for, 
F 2 For 
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Forſuch was'the preſent danger by forcing and continuall 
lawes, that we were rather to looke tor preſent death then hope 
for any delivery, if God almightie ſhould not make the way for 
vs. The winds were ſuch as it the bowels of the earth had ſer all 
2: libertie ; or as it all theclouds vnder heauen had brene called 

| together, to lay their force vponthar one place: The ſeas, which 
by nature ard ofthemlclues arc heauie, -andot a weighte ſub- 
!tance, weie rowled vp fromthe depths, cucn from the roots of 
the rockes, a5 if ithadbeenealcro!! of varchment Which by tie 
extreinity of cate riunneth rogettier: anc being aloft were car.

ol {now, by the violence of the winds , to water the exceeding 
tops of fhigh 2ad loft! empuntaines:Out anchors,as faile friends 
mn fuch a danger, 22uc ouet their holdfaſt,and as ti it had beene 
- with horror of the thing, did. ſhrinke downe to hide themfelues 
{a this mifcrable ſtorme ; committing the diſtreſſed ſhip and, 
h2Ipelcſſe men to the vncertaine and rowling ſeas, which croſſed 
tem, like : bail ina racket..In this caſe,to let fall more anchors, 
would ava!'e vs nothing;: For being driven from our firſt place 
of anchoring, fo ynmeaſurable was the depth,thar 5co. fachome 
' would fetch no ground : Sothat the violent ſtorme without in- 
termiſſion; the impoſſibility ro come to anchor; the want of op- 
portunitictio {pred any ſaylc; the moſt mad leas; :the Ice ſhores; 
..  rhedangerous rocks; the Peary and mo{hintollerable winds; 
| _ _ the impoſlible paſſageour; the delperare tarrying there; and in- 
_ evitable perils on cuery f1de,did lay betorc vs ſo ſmall ikelihood 
ro eſcape preſent deltrudion, that if the ſpeciall prouidence of 
God himſelf: had not ſupported vs,wecould neuer have endu- 
red that wofull tate: as being inuironed with toſt terrible and 
moſt fearcfull ixdgements round abo!:t. For truly,it was more 
likely that the mountaines ſhould haue bcene rent in ſ{under, 
from the top to the bottome, and caſt headlong i into the ſea by 
theſe vnnaturail winds; then that we, by any helpe or cunning 
of man, ſhould tree the life of any one amongſt vs. 


Notwithſtanding the ſame God of mercy which delincred 
[07244 
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70n45 out of the Whales belly and heareth all thoſe chat call yp- 
on him faithfully, in their diftcelle; locked downe from heanen, 
beheld our tcares, and heard our huinble petitions, toyned with 
holy vowes. Eucn God (whom not the winds and feas al one, 
but even the divels themiclucs and powers of hell obey) did fo 
wonderfully tree vs,and make our way open before vs,as it were 
by his holy Angels ſtill guiding and conduQting vs, that more 
then the affright and amaze of chis eſtate,we received no part of 
damaye in all the things that belonged vnto vs. 

Bur eſcaping from theſc {traites and miſerics, as it were 
through the needles ey(that God might haue the greater glory 
in our delivery)by the great and effefuall care and trauecll of 
our Generall, the Lords inſtrument therein , we could now no 
longer forbeare, but muſt necdes finde ſome place of refuge, 


alwcilroprouide water, wood, and other neceſlaries,as ro com-. 


tort our men, thus worne and tiredouit, by ſo many and ſo long 
incollerable toyles : the like whereof, 1ts to be ſuppoſed, no tra- 
ueller hath felr, neither hath there ever beene, ſuch a tempeſt 
(that any records make mention of)ſo violent, and of ſuch con- 
tinuance, fince Noahs flood, foras hath beene ſayd itlaſted 
from September. ro October 28, full 52.dayes. 

Not many leagues therefore to the Southwards of our for- 
mer anchoring, weranne in againe among theſe Ilands ; where 
we had once more better likelihood to reſt in peace: and ſo 
much the rather, forthat wee found the people of the countrie, 
travelling for their living, from one Iland ro another, in their 
canowes, both men, women, and young infants wraptin skins, 
an] hanging at their mothcrs backs z with whom we had rraf- 
que, for ſuch things as-they had, as chaines of certaine ſhells 
and ſuch othertriftesz here the Lord gauevs three dayes to 
breath our (clues, and to prouide ſuch things as we wanted, al- 
beir the ſaine was with continuall care, and troubles to auoid 
imminent dangers, which the troubled ſeas and diuſtering 
windes, did cuery houre threaten vnto vs. 

But when we ſecmed to haue ſtayed there roo long, we were

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© 1573, more rigorouſly aſſaulted by the not formerly ended, but now 

more violently renewed ſtorme; and driuen thencealfo withno 

ſmall danger ;leauing behind vs the greater part of our cable 

with the anchor; being chaſed along by the winds, and buffered 

incedantly in cach quarter by the ſeas(which our Generall inter- 

. preted, as though God had ſent them of purpoſe to the end 

whichenſucd) till at length weetell with the vetermoaſt part of 

| land towards the South pole,and had certainely diſcouered how 

| farre the ſame dothreach Southward,from the coaftof America 
atorenamed. 

The vttermoſt cape or hedland of all theſe Tlands, ſtands 
neere in 56. deg. without whichthere is no maine, norIland to 
be ſcene to the Southwards: but that the Aclanticke Ocean,and 
the South ſea, meete 11 a molt large and free ſcope. - 

It hath bcene a dreame through many ages, that theſe Ilands 
haue bcene a maine; and that it hath beene rerra iwrogntta; 

. Wnercin many ſtrange monſters !iued. Indeed ir might truſy,be- 

forethis time, be called 7cozxota, for howſouer the mappes and 

_ generall deſcriptions of Coſmmographers, either vpon the decctue- 
able reports of other men, or. the deceitfull imaginations of 
themſeiucs({uppoling neuerherein to be correRted)haue ſet it 
downe, yct it is true, that before this time, it was never diſcoue- 
red, or certainely knowne by any trauel!er, that wee haue heard 
of. | 

And here asin a fitplace, it ſhall not be amiſle, to remoue 
thagerror in'opinion, which hath beene held by many, of the 
impoſiible returne, out of 47ar Del Zur, into the Welt Ocean; 
by reaſon of the ſuppoſed Eaſterne current, and leuant windes - 
which(lay rhey){peedily carrie any thither, bur ſuffer nore- 

- turne. Theyarc hereinlikewiſe altogether deceiued : for neither 
did wemeete withany ſuch current,neictherhad we any ſvch cer- 
taine windes, with any ſuch ſpeed to carry vs through; bur at 

alltimes, in ourpaſtage there, we found more opportunity to 
returne backe againe, into the Weſt Ocean,then to goe forward 
into Mar Del Zur, by meancs either of current, or windes to 
hinder 


wy 
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hinder vs, whereof we had experience more then we wiſhed: 1578, 

being glad oftentimes, to alter our courſe, and to fall aſternea- 

aine, with francke winde(without any impediment of any 
{uch ſurmiſed current) farther in one afternoone, then we could 
fetch vp, or recouer againe in a whole day, with a reaſonable 
oale, Andinthat they alleage the narrownes of the frete, and 
want of [ca-roome, to bethe caule of this violent current, they - 
are herein no lefſe deceived, then they were in the other with- 
ourrcalon : for beſides, that it cannot be ſayd, that there is one 
onely paſſage, but rather innumerable z it is moſt certaine, that 
a {ca-board all theſe Ilands, there is one large and maine ſea, 
wherein if any will not be ſatisfied, norbclicuc the report ofour 
experience and ey-fizht, hee ſhould be aduiſed to fuſpend his 
indoement, til he have cither tried 1t himſetfe, by his owne 
crauell,,or ſhall vnderſtand, by other trauellers, more particu- 
lars to confirme his minde hercin, 

Now as wee were fallen to the vttermoſt part of theſe Ilands 
Ocob. 28.0ur troubles did make an end, the ſtormeceaſed, and 006, 23. 
all our calamities{onely the abſence of our friends excepted) 
were remoued, as it God, al! this while, by his ſecret proui- 
dence, had lead vs to make this diſcouery ; which being made, 
according te his will he Rayed his hand, as pleaſed his maicſtic 
therein, and xefrethed vs as his ſeruants, 

At theſe Southerly parts we found the night, in the latter 
end of Otober, to be bur 2, houres long : the ſinne being yet 
abouc 7. degrees diſtant from the Tropick : ſo that it{ceemeth, 

cingin the Tropick, to leaue very little, or nu night at all in 
that place. 

There ve few of ail theſe Tlands, but hauc ſome inhabitants, 
whoſe manners, apparell, houſes, canowes and meanes of |i- 
ning, Is like vnto thoſe formerly ſpoken of, a little before our 
departure out of the Sfrazehr, To ail theſe Tlands, did our gene- 
rall giue one nainc, to wit Elezabethiaes. 

After two daies ſtay, which wee made inand abour theſe 1- 


lands, the 30, of Ottober welet 1aile; {ſhaping our courſe right 006.35; 
© [- North. : 
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Northweſt, ef ce2lt alongſt theparrs of Peru(for 5 thc ponent 
mappes ſet outthe land to lie)both for that we ni gar, w ich £21 
ucntent ſpeed, full with the height of ; - 0. deg. being re ice & 
appointed, tor the re{t of our flcete to re-afſemble » a5 aliv, that 
no opportunity might be loſt, inthe meane time to knde them 
out, ifit {cemed good to God to direct them to vs, 

Ha this courſe, we chanced/the next day)with two lands, 
being as it were ſtore houſes,of molt liberall prouifton of victu-« 
allsfor vs, of birds; yeelding not onely ſufficient and plentifall 
ſtore, tor vs who Were preſent, but enough, to haue {erved all 

chereſt alto, which were abſent. 

Thence(haviog furniſhed oor ſelues to our content we con» 
tinued our courſe Nouember x, ſtill Nortoweſt, aswee bad 
tormerly done, but in going on, we fooneeſpied,t char we might 
calily have beene deceiued : and therefore caſting about, 


and ſteering vpon another point, wee found ,that the general 
\ mppcs diderre from the truth,in ſetting downe the coait of Po 


4, tor 12.deg. at leaſt ro the Northward, ofthe ſuppolty 


fraitc; no lefſe then is the Northweſt point of the co:mpalle, 
different fromthe Northeaſt, percciuing hereby, that no man, 


had cuer by trauel!, diſcouercd any part ofthcſe 12, deg, and 


_ thercfore the ſetters forth of ſuch my fa are not tobe 


fruſted ; rauch lefle honored, in their falſe and fraudulent cons 
ieCtures: witch they vie, not 1n this alone, but in divers other 
points of no {mall importance, 

We ioundrhis part of Pera,all alongſt tothe height of Li#14, 
wiich1s 12, deg. South of the line, to be mountainous ard ve- 


7y barren, without water or wood, for the moſt part, except in 


certaine- places, inhabited by the Spaniards, and few others, 
which are very truitfull and commodious. 
Atter we were once 2gaine thus fallen with the land,we conti- 
waily coalicd along,tilwe came to the height of 37, d. or there- 
2bout : and finding no conuenient place of abode, nor likel:- 
nood: ro hearc any newes of our ſhips , we ranne off apaine with 


i Land, which lay in fight, named ofihe Spaniards Mucho, by

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reaſon of the greatnelle and large circuit thereof, 


Atthis lland comming to anchor, Nouemb.25.we found it 7y 94. 25: 


ro be a fruitfull place,and well torcd with ſundrie ſorts of good 
things: as ſheepe 2nd other cattell, maize, which is a kinde of 
graine whereot chey make bread, potatoes, with ſuch other 

/00t7Ccs: beſies thar, it is thought to be wonderiullrich in gold 

and to want no good thing for the vie of mans life. The tnhabj- 
rants are ſuch Indians, as by the cruel] and moſt cxrreame dea- 
ling ofthe Spaniards, haue beene dtiuen to flic from the maine, 
hereto relceue and fortifie themſelues. With this people , our 
Genezrall thoyght it meer to hauc trafhiqueyfor freſh victuals and 
water : and for that cauſe, the very fame night of our arrival! 
there, himſcife with diuers of his company went aſhoare , to 
whom the people with great courte{te came dCowne , bringing 
with chem ſuch fruits and other victuals as theyhad, and two 
very fat ſheepe, which they gane our Generall tor a preſent, In 
recompence whereof, hee beſtowed vponthem againe many 
good and necefſarie things; f1gnitying vato them, that the end 
othis comming was ſorno other cauſe but by way of exchange, 
totraſhque with them jor ſuch things as wee needed, and they 
could (pare: and in particular, for ſuch as they had alreadie 
brought downe vnto vs, beſides frelh water, which wee deſired 
of them. Herein they held themſclucs well contented, and fee- 
medto benota little toytul ot our comming:appointing where 
we{bould the next moxning baue freſh water at pleaſure, and 
withail {12nityingthat then alſo they would bring vs downe ſuch 
other things as we defired ro ſerue our turnes, 


e Thenext day therefore very early in the morning (all things wor, 2c. 


being madereadie fortraffique, as alſo veſſels preparedto bring 
the waicr) our Generall taking greatcare for ſo neceſſarie pro- 
uition , repaired to the (hoare againe ; andietting aland tio of 
nis wen,lent them with their Barrzcoes tothe watering place, al- 
{1gned the night detore, Who hauing peaceably p3ſt on onc 
halte of the way, were then with no ſmall violence ſet vpon b 


tole trairerous people, andſuddenly flaine:And tothe end that 
Gia | Out 
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our Generall with the reſt of his commany ſhould not onely be 
ſtayed from reſcuing them, but alſo might fall (if it were hy 
ble) into their hands in hike manner \ they lad layed cicſely be. 
hind therockes an ambuſhinent of /as we gicfſeo) abcut 509, 
men, armed and well appointed for ſuch a milchiete. VV hotud- 
denlyattempting their purpoſe (tlic rocks being very Jdangercus 
for the boats , andthe ſca-gate exceeding great) by ſhooting 


*their arrowes hurt and wounded every one of our men, before 


they could freethemfelues, or come to tie vic of there weapons 
todo any good. The General himſelf was thot iy the face,vnder 
1115 righteye, and cloſe by his noſe,the arrow picrcing a matuc]- 

lous way 1n, vnder baſ7s cerebre with no ſmall danger oi his lite; 

bel! dcs that, ht was grieuoutly wounded inthe hed. The re! Q. 

BEING NINE perſons! inthe boate, were Ceadiy wounded in gdiuets 
parts of their bodies, if God almoſt miraculouſly had not giuen 
cure to the ſame. For our chiete Surgeen being dead, andti.c 
other abſent by thelofle of our vice-adinirall, and havins! none 
ictt vs but aboy , whoſe good williyas more then any kill hee 
had, wewere little better then altogether deſtitute of luch cun- 
ningand helpes as ſo grieuous a ſtate of lo wany wounded bo- 
dics did require, Notwithſtanding God, by! te good aduice of 
our Generall, and the dilizent putting too of euery mads helpe, 
did giue ſuch {ſpeedy and wonderfull cure, that we ha all great 
comtort ther cby, and yeelded God the glory thereof, 

The cauſe ofthis force and iniurie by thelc Manders, was no 
other but the deadly hatred which they beare againſt theic cruel] 
cnemics the Shaniards, for the bloudy and moſt tirar NOUS Op= 
preſtion which they had vied towards Hola, And theregore with 
purpoſe acain[t them (ſuſpeAivF vs ro bee Spaniards indeed, 
and that the rathcr, by oc caſion hat though command was 91- 
ucn to the contrary, ſome of our men in demanding water,vied 
the Spanith word Aquz)lought ſome part ofreuenge againſi VS. 

Dur Genet allnotwithſtanding he might haue rcuenged this 
wrong, wito little hazard or danger : z yerbeig more defirous to 


v:&cruc one of his owne men altue, then to deltroy 100, of his 
ene! ics, 
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enemics, committed the ſame to God: wiſhing tus © aciy | PU- 
niſhmentto them, that they did but know whom th ev had 
ronged; andchar they had done this iniuric not to an enemiCc, 
but toa friend: : nut to a Spaniard, but to an Engi.thnmany who 
would rather have becne a patron to defend thei, ten any 
way an inſtrument of the lcaſtwrong that ſhould hauc beene 
done vnto them, The weapons which this people vie in nem 
warres,are arrowes of reeds,witi heads of ſtone, very brittle ang 
incented but darts ofa great Iengtih,headed withiron 01 bone, 
The ſame day that we receiuiedthis dai ,gerous aficont,in the 
afternoone we et lay le from thence; and becauſe we were now 
ned height, wherein our ſhips were tobe looked

for a5 lo thoturremi: y and crate ſtate of our hutt men agui- 


ting vs to vie exp+ -dition, to fiade ſome conuenicnt place of re- 
pole,whic!l) might «ford them ſomereſt,and yeeld vs neceflary 
ſupply of freſh viRuals for their dietz we bentourcourſe , as the 

wind would ſuffer vs,direly to run ; nwiththemaine, \Vhere 
flling with a bay, called Philips Bay, in 32. deg, or thereabout, 
Novemb. 36, wecame to anchor: and toorthwith manned anc 
ſent our boate to diſcourr what likelihood the place would offer 
ro affoord ysfuch things as we ſtood ininecd of, 

Our boate doing her vttermoit endeuour ina diligent ſearch, 
y ct after long raucll could find no appearance of hope tor rc- 
;icfe, either of freſh victuals or of freth water : huge heards of 
wild bufcs they might diſcerne,but not ſo much as any ſigne of 
any inhabitant thereabour, Yerin their. returneto vs, they del: 
cried withintoe day,an Indian with ht; Canow as he was I 
ing: him they brought aboard our generall,canowand all as hc 
was in it, A comely peiſonage.,and oi a goodly ſtature;his appar 
rel! was a white garment, reaching ſcarcely to his knees: N!s 
armes and 1egges were naked; his haire vpon Þ15 head veric Jong; 
Without a beard, as al:the Ladians for the moſt part are, He lec- 
med verie gentle, of mild and humble nature,being veric tracta- 
ble to learne the vſe of cuery thing, and molt gratefull for ſuch 
things as our Generallbeſtowed vpon him. In him we might ſee 
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178, 4amolt el patterne of the harmeleſſe diſpoition of that pec- 
"x and how gricuous a whine it is that they ſhould by any 
T.canes be fo abuſed as all thoſe are, whom the Spaniards t:aue \ 
any command or DOWEr Ouer. 
J Thic man being courtcouſty entertained , and his paines of | 
comming cultole required: after we had ſhewed him , partly by 
 fiznes, and: Dattly by ſuch thi 0g: as WE had what things WE nee. - = 
&s, and wo! 11d gladly re cclue by iis meanes , vpon exchange 
: of tucht things as he wouid dchrez weetent him away with cur

"that our men nightbe withour all fuſp! ition of all cu:ll to be 
| ncant or intended by them) they ſentin one of their canowes, 
4 a;ca{onable diſtance from off tie ſhoare, to our boate, the ſea- 
gate being attl}at preſent very great, and didir Captaine hauing 
tent backe his horſe, would needs commit himſelte to the credir

By his comming as we vnder{tood, that there was no meane 
or way,to haue our neceſſities relicued in this place; ſo he offe- 
red himſelfe to beour pilote, to a place andthat a good harbo- 
rough, not farre backe to the Southward againe : where, by 
way of traſhque, we might have at pleaſure, both watcr and 
thoſe other chirlds which we ſtood in need of; This offer our ge- 
nerall very gladly receiued, and ſo much the rather, for that the

. conduct of our new Indian Pilote,we came to anchorin the de. 


fired harbor. 

This harbor the Spaniards ca'l va/perizo, and the towne ad- 
zoyning Saint James of Chinli it ſtands in 35. dep. 40. min, 
where albeit wencither mer with our ſhips, nor heard of them, 
yet there was no good thing whichthe place afforded, or which 
our neceſlicies indeed for the preſent required, but wehad the 
ſame in great abundance : amonyſt, other things we found in 
the towne diuerſe ſtorchouſes of Phe wincs of Chzlze ; and in 
the hacbour, a(hi> called the Captarne of Mortal, or the grand 
Captaine of the South, Admiral to the llands of Salomon; loaden 
forthe moſt part, with the ſame kinde of liquors : onely there 
was beſiiles, a certaine quantity of fine gold of Baldiuiaand a 
oreat crolle of gold beſet with Emeranlds, on which was nailed 
a God of the lame mettall, wee ſpent ſome time in refreſhing 
our ſelues, and eafiag this (ip of fo heauy a burthen : and on 
the 8, day ofthe ſame moneth(hauing inthe meane time, fufh- 
ciently Qored ourſelues with neceſlaries, as wine, bread, bacon 
8c. for a long (calon)we ict ſaile, returning backe towards the 
line carrying againe our Indian pilote with vs, whom our ge- 
nerall boun: itully rewarded, and enriched with many good 
things, which pleaſed him exceedingly , and cauſed him, by the 
way, "to be landed inthe place wherehe deſired, 

Our neceſſities being thus to our content releeued, our nex 
care was the repaining/ifpoſſible)of the company of our hips. 
ſolong ſeuered fromvs : neither would any thing haue farisfied 

our oenerall, or vs ſo well, as the happy meeting, or good neiwes 
of them, this way therefore(al [l other thoughts for the preſent 


Fe apart) were all our ſtudies and endcauours bent, how to fitic 
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ſo, a5 that no opportunity of mecting them might be paſſed 
ouer. 

To this end, conſidering that we could not conucmently 
runne 1n with aur (hipCin ſearch of them 2)to.cuery place, Where 
was likelt190d of being a harbour; and that our boate was too 
little, and vnable ro carry men enough, troencounter the ma- 
lice or creaciery of the Spaniard: WW weitioind by any cance 
mectc with any of them)who are vizd to thew no inercy, where 
they may oucrinatter ; and therefore meaning not to hazard 
our ſeloes to their cr: iell courtelic; we determined, as we c0a- 
ſted now towards the line, to ſearch diligently tor ſome conue- 
nient place, where we might, in peace and lafety, ſtay the trim- 
ming of out (hip, and the ere&ing of a pinnace, in which wee 
might with better ſecurity, taen in our boate, and withour en- 
dangering of our ſhip, by cunning into each creeke, leaueno 
place vntried, if happily we might ſo fide againe ou: friends 
andcountrimen. 

For this cauſe December 19. we entred a bay, not farre to 
the Southward of the towne of Cyppo now inhabited by rhe 
Spaniards, tt 29. ceg 30, min. where hauing landed certaine of 
our men, to tie number of 14. to ſearch what conueniency 
the place was likely to afford, for our abiding there; we were 
inmediatly de(cried by the Spaniards, of the rowne of Cy ppo, 
atorclayd,who {peedily made out 300. men at leaſt waerot 100, 


: were Spaniards, cuery one well mounted vpon his horie, the 


reſt were Indians, running as dogs, at their hceles, all naked, 
and in moitmilerable bondage. 
They could not come any way ſo cloſely, out God did open 
our eyes to {ce them, before there was any extremity of danger, 
whereby our men being warned, had rcaſonable time to ſhifr 
themſelues as they could; fiſt from the maine, to arocke with- 
'!ntheſea; and from thence into their boate : which being ready 
to receiue them , conuetghed them w:th expedition, out r of the 
each of the Spaniards fury, without the hurt of any man. 
Onely one Richard Miniuy, being oucr bold andcateiclic 0: 


—_ 
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his owne ſafety, would not be intreated by his friends, nor fea- 
redby the mulcicude of his enemies, to take the preſent benefit 
of his owne delivery : but choſe either tu make 300 me by out- 
braving of them to become afraide, orelſe himſelfe to die in 
the place; the latter of which indeed he d1d, whoſe dead body 
being drawne by the Indians from the rocke to the ſhoare, was 
there manfuliy 5y the Spaniards beheaded, the right hand cur 
off, the heart plu&t our, all which chey carried away in our fight, 
and forthe reſt of his carcaſe, they cauſed the Indians to 
ſhoote it full of acrowes, made but the ſame day, of greene 
wood, and foleft itro be deuoured of the beaſtes arid foules 
but that we went aſhoare againe and buriedit : wherein as 
there appeareth a moſt extreame and barbarous cruelty,ſo doth 
it declare tothe world, in what miſerable feare the Spaniard 
holdeth the gouernment of thoſe parts; living in contiauall 
dreadof forreigne inuaſton by {trangers,or ſecret cutting of their 
throats, by thoſe whom they kept vader them in lo ſhamefull 
{lauery, 1 mcane the innocent and harmelefſe Indians. And 
therefore they make ſure to murther what ſtrangers ſocuer they 
can come by, and ſuffer the Indiat;s by no meanes to haue any 
weapon longer then they ve inpreſent ſeruice: as appeared by 
their arrowes- cut from the tree the ſame day, as allo by che 
credible report of others who knew the matter to be true, Yea 
they ſuppoſe they ſhew the wrerches great fauour, when they 
do not for their pleaſures whip them with cords,and day by day 
droptheir naked bodies with burning bacon : which 1s one of 
the leaſt cruelties, amongſt many, which they voiuerlally vic 
againft thar Nation and people. | 
This being notthe place we looked for, nor the entertaine- 
ment ſuch as we deſired; we ſpeedily gor hence againe, and De-

Piymmouth, vnti:l this time, the picnty whereof in this place 

was ſuch, that our centlemen ſporting themſelues Cay by Gay, 
Wil 4. or 5. hookes and lines, in 2. or 2. houres, would take 
{ometimes 400. ſometimes more at one time, 

All our buftneſles being thus Alparched, Tanuary 19. we ſet 
ſayle from nence,; andthe -next place th ar we fell withal!, Ian, 
22. wasan land ſtznding in the ſameheight, wich the Nott! 
Cape Of the proutnce of Mormorena, at this Iland we found 
Indians with their cano: wes, Wiichtooke vpon them to bring 
our mento aplaceof teth water, onthe {orelayd cape ; in hope 
whereof, cur penerall Tadc tnem great choaliis manner 
was tO ards ali ſrangers)and {ct his courle by their d: rection, 
but when we caine voto the place, and had Pager 54a 210ng 
way inothc ang, wee found freſh water indeed, but {catce ſo 
much as they haggrunke wine in their paſſage th icher. 

As we ayled along, continually ſearching tor ire(h water ; 
We CAME tO a PIaCce e called Tarapaca, andlandingthere WC itgh- 
ted ona Spaniard who lay : flo CPE, and had lying by him 1 I, 
barres of ſiluer, waighing ia a!l, about 4000. Spanilh duccarts : 
We would not(could wee haue hol {en)haue awaked him of his

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by Sir Francis Drake... 55 
freed him of his charge, which otherwiſe perhaps would haue , 
kept him waking, and fo lefrhim to rake ont (if it pleaſed him) 
the other patt ot his ſ]cepe,in more ecurity, 

Our fearch for water ſtill continuing, as we landed apaine 
not farre from thence, we mera Spaniard with an Indian boy, 
driving 8. Lambes or Petuvian (heepe: each: ſhcepebarerwo 
lcathren bazges, and in each bzgge was' 50. pound | waight of " 
refined filucr, in the whole Soo. waight : we could not indure 
to ſeea gentleman Spariard rurnd carrier ſo; and therefore 
without intreaty, we offered our ſervice, and becaire drouers ; 
onely his directions were nor fo peite, that we could keeperhe 
way which hee intended; for almoſt as foone as nee was parted 
from vs, we with our newkinds ofcarr 18e5, WEre COME Vento 
our boates. | 

Farther beyond this cape fore-mentioned lie certaine Indian 
cOWNs, tro Hf G0 as we paſſed by,came many of the people in 
certaine bawſes made of Seales skinsz of which two being ioy- - 
ned together of a juſt length, and ide by Gde,reſ&mble in faſhi- 
on or torme a boate: they haue in cither ofthem a [mall gurr, 
or ſome ſuch thing blowne full of winde; by reaſon whereof it 
foateth, andis rowed very (witcly, carrying in if no {mall bur- 
then, In theſe vpon ſight of our ſhip, they brought ſtore of fiſh 
of diuerle ſortes, ro tratique with vs, for any trifles wee would 
giverhem : as niues, mars Sariees, olaſſes, and ſuch jike, where- 
of, men of 60. 3 70. yeates old, wereas glad as if they had recet- 
wed ſome exceeding rich commodity being a moſt ſimple and 

121nC ccaltng people. Thetr reſort vnto vs was ſi ch, as con(1- 
der n2 the thornefle of the time, was wonderfull to vs to 
beho!: 

Notfarre fromthis, Viz.in 22, deg. 39.min, lay Mormorena, 
another ervat towne ofthe ſame peopie, ouer whom 2, Spani- 
ards hetd the gouerment, with theſe our generall thought meer 
ro deale;or at leaft to try rheir courteſy, whether they would Jin 
way of raffique, s vive vs ſuch things as wencededor no, and 
therefore lan.the 26. W CE calt anchor here,we found LE [44.2 6. 
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1558, for fearethenfor loue) ſomewhat traftable , and receiued from 
them by exchange many good things, very neceLarie for our 
vics. 

Amongſt other things which we had of them , the ſhcepe of 
the countrey (v2, ſuci as we mentioned before bearing the lea- 
therne bags) were moſt memorable, Their height and length 
was cquall to a pretty cow, and their ſtrength fully anſwerabic, 
it not by much cxceeding their {1ze or ſtature, Vpon one ot theit 
backes did (itat one time three well growae and tall men , and 
one boy, no mans foot touching the ground by a large foot in 
length , the beaſtnothing at ali complaining of his burthen in 
the meanetime, Theſe ſheepe haue neckes like camels ; their - | 

heads bearing a reaſonable reſemblance of another ſhecpe, The 
Spaniards i them to great profit, Their wooll is exceeding | 
fine, their fleſh good meare, their increaſe ordinaric , and be- 
{ides they ſupply the roome of horſes for burthen or trauel!: yea 
they ſerue to carry,ouer the mountaines, marucllous loades, for | 
300. leagues rogether,where no other carriage can be made bur 
by them onely, Hereabour, as allo all along, and vp into the 
countrey throughout the Prouince of Cusko, the common 
ground whereſocuer it bee taken vp, in cuery hundred pound 
weightofcarth, yceldeth 25.5.of pure filuer, after the rate of a 

. crowne an ounce, 

The next place likely ro affoord vs any newes of our {hips 
(for in all this way from the height where wee builded our pin- 
nace, there was no bay or harbour at all for ſhipping ) was the 
port ef the rowne of Arica, ſtanding in 20, deg. whither we arri-. 

Feb,7,  uedthey,of February; This rowne ſeemedto vs to ttand inthe 

- moſt fruirfu!l ſoile that we ſaw all alongſt theſe coaſts: both for 
that it is ſituate in the mouth of a moſt pleaſant and fertile vally, 
abounding with all good things; as allo in that x hath continu- 
ail trade of (hipping, as well from Lyina as from a'l other parts 

q of Peru, It is inhabited by the Spaniards. In two baikshere, we 

found ſomeforty and odde barres of filuer (of the bignefle and 

' faſhion ofa brickbatte , and in waight cach of them about 20, 
| rounds) 
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pounds) of which wee tooke the burthen on our ſelues to caſe 1578. 


them, and ſo departed towards Chowlcy ; with which wee fell 
the ſecond day following, viz. Fcbr, 9. and in our way io Lima, 
we met with another barke at «_1quie, whic' had begun to 
loade foie (ilucrand gold, but having had (as it ſeemed from 
Acica by land )ſome notice of our comming, had vnloaden the 
ſameagaine before our arrivall, Yer in this our paſſage we mer 
another barke loaden with linnen : ſome of which we thought 
might ſtand vs in ſome ſtead, and therefore tooke it with vs. 
AtLima weartived Febr.15. and notwithſtanding the Spa- 
niards forces , though they had thirtie ſhips at that preſent in 
harbour tl:ere, whereof 17. (moſt of them he eſpeciall ſhips in 
all che Sourh fea) were fully ready , we entred and anchored all 
nicht in tne middeft of them , in the Calao : and might haue 
made r.ore ſpoile amongſt them ia few houres if we had beene 
aff-&edto reuenge, then the Spaniard could haue recouecred 
againe in many yeares, But wee had more care to get vp thar 


company which we had fo long iniſt,then to recompence their. 


cruel! and hard dealing by an cuen requitall , which now wee 
might haue cooke. This Lina ſtands in x2.deg, 30. min. South 
zatitude. ID he 
Here albeit no good newes of our ſhips couid bee had, yet 
fot werhe newes of ſome things that ſeemedto comfort, ifnor 
to counteruaile our trauells thither, as namely, that ia the ſhip 
of one Hizhell Ax2e1! there, there were 1500. barres of plate, 
beſides ſorine other things (as (ilkes, linnen, and in one a cheſt 
full ofroyals of plate) which might ſtand vs in fome ſtead inthe 
other ſhips ; aboard whom we made ſomewhat bold to bid our 
ſelues welcome. Here alſo we heard the report of fome things 
thar had bcfailen in & neere Europe, ſince our departure thence; 
In particular of the death of {one great perſonages: as,the king 
of Portveall, and both the kings of Moroccoand Feſſe,dead al! 


three in one day at one bartell: The death of the king of France, _ 


and the Pope of Rome: Vhoſe abhominations as they are i: 
part cut off from ſome Chriſtian kingdomes , where his ſhame 
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1s manifeſt,{o do 11s vaſſals and accurſed inſtruments labour by 
all meancs polſtble to repaire thac lofle, by ſpreading the ſame 
the furtk:c7 in theſe Parts, Were bis dive Iifh illi-fions and dam- 
rable Cece 1017g5 are notknowne, And as lus doEtrine takes place 
any waere, lo do tre manners that neceſſarily accompanie the 
ſame 10 inuarer temletucs rogerher with the doGtr ine.F OT As 195 
rructhacinalithe parts of America, where the Spaniards haue 
any gorernment.the pajlonous infection of Popery haibfpread 
it ſeite; lo on te other fide it is as true, that there is no Citie, as 
Lima, Pa n22ma, Mexico,&c.no towne or village,yea no houſe 
a'\mol* in al! theſe Sam Ee , Wherein (amonglt other the like 
Spaniſh vertues) nor onely whoredoine, but the fiithincſie of 

\Sodo:me, notto bee named among Chriſtians, iS not common 
- Githoutreproofe : the Popes pardons being morerite in theſe 

parts then they be in any part of Europe, for theſe filthineſles 
whereour he ſucketh no{ſimal! aduantage. Notwithſtanding the 
Indians, who are nothing g necrer the true knowledge of God 
then hey were atore, abhorte this moſt fiithie and loathfome 
manner of Jſying: ; Shewing themlclues in refpeC&t of the Spani- 
ards,as the Scythians didinreſpect of the Grecians: who 10 their 


barbarous i Ignorance yet in life and behaviour did fo tarre ex-: 


ccilthe wite and learned Greekes, as they were thort oftem in 
the giftsof Ie: arittg and nowledge. 
But as the Pope and\ Antichrittian Biſhops labour by their 
wicked factors withtoorldand naile to deface the glory of God, 
andto ſhut vp indatkneſle the light of the Goſpeli,fo God doth 
not {uf:r kis natne and Religion to be altogether without wit- 
nefle, to the reproving both of his falſe and damnable dodtrine, 
as alfo cx ying ot againſt his ynmeaſurable and adhominable i. 
centiouſneſſe of the fleſh,cuen intheſe parts. For in this City of 
Lima, not two monethes before” ou? comming th:ther, there 
were certaine perſons , to the number of rwelue appre hended, 
examined, and condemned for the profeſſion of the Goſpell,

1 
vs, with whom after once we bas ſpoken with her, welay ſtill in 
tne ſame place about fixe dayes ; torecouer our breath againe 
which we had almoſt ſpent with baſty following, andto recall 
to mind what aduentures had paſt vs f{ince our late comming 
from Lima: ; but eſpecially ro do lohn de _Agton 3 kindneſſe, in 
ireeing him of the care of thoſe things with which his ſhip was

This {hip we found to bee the ſame of which we had heard, 
notonely in the Calao of Lima , but alſo by diuers occaſions

yncoyned ſiluer; two very faire gilt filuer drinking boules, and 
the like trifles, valued in all at about 360009. pezocs, VVe gaue

 andatthe end of ſixe dayes we bad fareweil and parted. Hee 


haſtening ſomewhacr lighter then before ro Panama, we ply- 
ing oft to ſea, thac we might with more leafure conſider what 
courſe hence forward were fittelt ro be taken. 

And con{idering that now we were come to the Northward 
of the line (Cape Frazciſcoſtanding inthe catrance of the bay of 


Panama, in 1.deg. of North latitude) and that there was no 


likelihood or hope that our ſhips ſhould be before vs that way 
by any meanes: ſeeing thatin running fo many degrees fromthe 
Southermoſt Ilads hitherto,we could not haue any {igne or no- 
eice of their patlage that way notwithſtanding that we had made 


fo diligent ſcarch, and carefull enquirie after them, in every har- 


bour orcrecke almoſt as we had done ; and confidering allo that 
thetime of the yeare now drew on, wheretn we muſt atrempr,or 


ofneceſſicie wholly giue ouer that ation which chiefly our Ge- 


nerallhad determined : namely, the diſcouety of what paflage 
there was to be found, about the Northcrne parts of America, 
from the South (ca, into our owne Occan{which being once 


diſcoucred, and made knowneto be navigable, we ſhould not 


onely do ourcountrie a good and notable ſeruice, but we alfo 
our ſelves, ſhould hauca neerercut and paſſage home : where 
otherwiſe,wewere to makea very long and tedious voyage of it, 
which would hardly agree with our good liking, we haning 
beene ſo long {rom home already, and fo much of our ſtrength 
ſeperated from vs)which could not at all be done, if the oppor- 
tunity of time were now negleRed : we therefore all of vs wil. 
lingly harkened, and conſented to ourgeneralls aduice : which 


-was,firſt ro ſecke out ſome conuenicnt place,wherein to trimme 


our ſhip, and ſtore our ſelues with wood and water and other 
prouiſions, as weTould yet : and thenceforward to haſten on 


 enrintended. journey, for the difcoucry of the ſaid paſſage, 


through 
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throvgh \which we might with joy returre to our longed 1579 


homes. 
From this'cape before we ſer onward March the 7. ſhaping March 7: 
our courſe towards the I'and of Carnes, with which wetfcll 
March 16. ſctling our ſclues for certaine dayes, in afreſh river, 1{ar6 16, 
betweene the maine andirt ; for the finiſhing of our needtull bu- 
fincſles as it is aforeſaid, While we abode in this place, we felt a 
very terrible carthquake, the force whereof was ſuch, that our 
ſhip and pinnace, riding very neere an Engliſh mile from the 
ſhoare, were ſhaken and\did quiuer as if it had beenelaydon . 
dricland : we fonnd here many good commodities which wee | 
f wanted, as fiſh, freſh water, wood &c, beſides Alagartoes, 
Murnckeyes and the like, and 1n\our tourny hither, we met with 
/ one ſhip more(rhe laſt wee met with in all thoſe coaſtes)loaden 
with linnen,China filke and China-diſhes, amongſt which wee 
found alſo a Faulcon of gold, handſomly wrought, with a great 
emerald ſet in the brelt of tt, | 
From hence we parted the 24. day of rhe moneth forena- CHarch 24. 
med, with full purpoſe ctorunne the ncereſt courſe, as the winde 
would ſuffer vs, without touch of land a long time, and there- 
fore paſſed by port Papagaia ; the port of the Vale, of the moſt 
rich and exccllent balmes of lericho; Quantapico; and diverſe 
others : as alſo certaine gulphes kereabours, which without in» 
termiſſion, ſend forth ſuch centinuall and violent windes, that 
the Spaniards, thovgh their ſhips be good, darc not venture 
themſclues too neere the danger of thei. 
Notwichſtanding, vauing noticethat we ſhould berroubled 
with often calmes, and contrary windes, if we cotinued neere 
the coalt, and did not runne of to ſeato fetchrhe windez and 
that ifwe did fo, we could northen fall with land againe when 
we would: our general! thought it needful!, that we ſhould 
runne in with ſome place or other, b<fore our departure from 
the coalt;toſce if happily wee could, by traffique, augment 
our prou:fton of vituals, and other necefſaries : that being at 
ſea, w2 might not be dciven-to " great want or necefſt- 
tie 
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1578, ric, alvejt weehad reaſonable ſtore of good things aboard vs 
| aiready, 
Apr.15, Thenext harbortherefore which we chanced with,on April 


15.in15.deg. 40, min. was G.aatulco ſo named of the Spani- 
ards who inhabited it, with whom we had ſome entercourſe, ro 
the ſupply of many things which we defired,and chictely bread 
&c. And now hauing reaſonably, as wee thought prouided 
our {clues,” we departed from the coaſt of America for the pre- 
| fent: bur not forgetting, before we gate a-(hipboard, to take 
with vs alſo a certaine por(of about a buſhell in bigneſle)full of 
" ryallsof plate, which we found in the towne : together with a 
chaine of gold, and ſome other iewells, which we intreated a 
gentleman Spaniard to leaue behinde him, as he was flying out 
of towne. | 
'From Guatulco we departed the day following, viz. Aprill 
ts  #P-IGc 16, ſctting our courſe direQtly into the ſea: whereon we ſayled 
500. [cagues in longitude, to get a winde : and betweene that 
and Iune 3. 1400. leagues inall, till we carncinto 42.deg, of 
North latitude, where 1n the night following, we found ſuch 
alteratjonof heate, into extreame and nipping cold, that our 
.menin generall, did grieuouſly complaine thereof; ſome of 
them feeling their healths much impaired thereby, neither was 
ir, that this chanced inthe night alone, burthe day following  _—. 
carried with jr, not onely the markes, but the ſtings and force of 
the night going before; to the great admiration of vs all, for 
befiks that ihe pinching and biting aire, was nothing altered; 
the very roapes of our (hip were flifle, and theraine which fell, 
was 28 vnnatural coogcalcd and frozcn ſubſtance,'o that we fee- 
med rathertobe in the frozen Zone, then any way ſo neere vn- 
to the fun, or thele hotter clunates. 

Neither did this happen tor the time on*ly, or by ſome (ud.

ordinary cauſe, againſt the which the hcate of the ſun preuailes 
n0(, tor it came to that extremity, in{.yling bur 2, deg. farther 


to the Noithward in our courſe: that though ſca-men lacknot

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good ſtomaches, yet it eered aqueſtion to waryamoneiive, yo,g 
whether their hands ſhould feed their mouthes, or rather keepe 
themſclues within their coucrts, from the pinching cold rhat 
did benumme them. Neither could we impute it to the tenc cr- 
neſſe of our bodies, though we came lately from the extien-116 
of heate, by reaſon whereof we might be more ſentivle of the 
preſent cold : inſomuchas the dead and lencelefie creatures, — 
were as well affected with it as ourſelves, our mcate as loone” 
as it was remooued from the fire, would preſently in a manner 
be frozen vp; and cur ropes and tackling, in lew dayes w cre 
growne to that ſtiffeneſle, that what 3. menaſore w-re able 
with them to performe, now 6. men with their bet ſtiengeh , 
and vttermoſt endeauour, were hard'y ablero accompl.th ;

In this place was no abiding for vs; andto go further North, 
the extremity of the cold (which had now vrrerly diſcouraged 
our men) would not permityvs : and the winds dire&ly bent 
againit vs, hauing once gotten vs vnder ſayle againe, comman- 
ded vs tothe Southward whether we would or no. 

From the height of 48. deg. in which now we were,to 38.we 
found the land by coaſting alongt ir to bee but low and reaſo- 
nable plaine : cuery hill {whereof we ſaw imany, but none veric 
high) though it were in Iune, and the Sunne in his necrelt ap- 


proch vnto them being couered with ſnow, 


In 38 deg. 30, min. wefell with a convenient and fit harbo- 
rough, and Iune 17. came to anchor therein : where we conti- 


- nuedcill the 2 3. day of Tuly following. Daring all which time, 
' notwithſtanding it was in-the height of Summer, and ſo neere 


the Sunne; yet were wee continually viſited with like nipping 


| colds, as we had felt before : informuch that if violent exerciſes 


of our bodies, and buſie imployment about our neceſlaric la- 
bours,had not ſometimes compeld vs to the contrary, we could 


very well have beene contented ro haue kept about vs ſtill our 
Winter clothes; vea (had. our neccfſicies (uffered vs) tohaue 


kept our beds; neither could we at any time in whole fourtcene 
dayes together, findthe airc ſo c!care as tobe abie totakethe 
height of Sunne 0; ſtarre. 

And here hauing ſo fit occaſion, (notwithſtanding it may 


 feeme to be beſides the purpoſe of writing the hiſtory of thisour 


voyage) we will a little more diligently inquire into the cauſes 
oi the continuance ofthe extreame cold in theſe parts : as alſo 
into the probabilities or vnlikel:hoods of apaſſageto be found 


that way, Neuher was it (as harh formerly beene touched) the 
rend<er- 
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eenderneſſe of our bodies, comming ſo lately out of the heate, 15-5 
whereby the poores were opened,thar made vs ſo lenfible of ls | 
colds we here felt: inthis reſpeft, as in many others, we found 
our God a proutcent father, and carefull Phyfician for vs. We 
lacked no outwatrd | ncipes nor inward comforts; to reſtore and 
fortific nature, h1d irbeene decayed or weakened in vs; neither 
was there wanting to vs the great experience of our General), 
who had ofien himſelfe proved the force of the burning Zone; ; 
whoſe aduice alwayes preuailed much to the preſeruing ot a 
moderate temper in our conſtitutions: ſo that euen after our 
departure irom the neate wee alwayes found our bodies not 25 
ſponges, but ſtrong and hardned, more able to beare out coid. 
though we came out of excelle of heate,then a number of cham- 
ber champions could haue beene,wholye on their feather-beds 
till they gotoſea, or rather whole teeth in a temperate aire do. 
beate intheir heads, at a cup of cold Sackand ſdgar by the fire, 
And that it was not our tendernes, bur the very cxtremitic of 
the cold it {c]fe,that cauſed this ſenſiblenesin vs,may the rather 
appeare inthat the naturall inhabitants of the place(with whom 
we had for along ſcafon familiar intercourſe, as is ro be related) 
who had neuer beenc acquainted with ſuch heate; ro whom the 
countrey, ayre, and climate was proper; and in whomcuſtome 
of cold was as it were a ſecond nature : yervicd trocome {hive- 
ring to vs 1n their warme furres ; crowding cloſc together body 
to body. to recciue heate one of another; and ſheltring theme 
ſelues vndcr aleebancke,ifir were poſſible; ard as often as they 
-could, labouring to ſhroude themſelues vader our garments al- 
fo, to xeepe them warme, Beſides how vnhandſome and defor- 
med appearedthe face of the earth it ſclfe ! ſhewing trees with- 
out leaues, and rhe ground \vithour greennes in thoſe moneths 
of Lune and July, The poore birds and foules not daring (as we 
had great experience to obſcrue it) not daring fo much asonce. 
ro ariſe from their neſts, after the fiſt eggelayed, tillit with all 
the reſt be hatched,and brought to ſome ſtreagrh of rature,able 
to heipe it [elic, Onely this. recompence hath naturcaftoorded 
I 3 them, 
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them,that the heate of their owne bodies being exceeding prear,

t perfe&teth the creature with greater expeaitton,andin ſhorter 

tanc then is to be found in many other places,

owe experience,bur were fully lBriveds in the opinion there- fa 

| of, by © cotivuet! obleruations of the Syvaniards. Hence re 
: comes the generall lqualidnefic and barrennefle of the countrie, 
hence cones it, that in the middeſt of their Summer , the ſnow bi 

batdly departeth cuen from their very doores, but 1s neuer ta- Of 

ken away from their hilsat all; hence come thoſe thicke mifts VE 

and molt {tinking togges, which increaſe ſo much the more, by {p 

how much highcr the pole 15 railed : whercin a blind pilor-is as | re

not pollibly picrce,valefſe fomerimes when the fudden vio!ence 
of 
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of the winds doth he'pe to ſcatter and breake through it; which 1558, 
thing happeneth very ſeldome, and when ithappencth is of no 


; continuance.Sotne of our marriners in this voyage had former- 
) ly beene at Wardhouſe, in 52, deg. of North latitude: who yet 
affirmed, that they felt no ſuch nippmg cold therein the end of 
I Summer, when they departed thence, as they did here in thoſe 
- hotteſt moxerhs of Iune and Tuly, 

And alſo from thele reaſons we conieurez that cither there 
{ isno paſſage at all through theſe Northerne coaſts (which is 
; moſt likely) or if there be,thar yer ic is vnnavigable. Adde here- 
unto, that though we ſearched the coaſt diligently , euen vnto 
; the 48.deg. yet found we not the land, to trend ſo muchas one 
- point in any place towards the Eaſt, butrather running on con- 
1 tinually Northweſt, as ifit went diretly to meet with Aſia; and 
& cuen in that height when we hada franke wind , to haue carried 
k vs through, had there beene a paſſage, yet we had a ſmooth and 
: calmeſca, with ordinary flowing and reflowivg , whica could 
c not haue beenc, had there beene a ſrete : of which werather in- 
: fallibly concluded then conteRured, that there was none.Bur to 
n rerurne, 

: Tt.c next day after our comming to anchor inthe aforeſaid{har- /x»e 19, 
F bour, the people of the countrey ſhewed themſelues ; ſending 
. | oftamanwithgreat expeditionto vs ina canow. Who being 
; yet bur a little trom the ſhoare, and a great way trom our ſkip, 
F fpake to vs continually as he came rowing on. And ar laſt at a 
; reaſonable diſtance ſtaying himſelfe, he began more ſolemnely 
5 a 1ong and tedious oration, aſter bis manner : viing in the del:- 
- veric thereof, many geſtures and ſ1gnes, mouing his hands, tur- 
F ning his head and body many wayes; and after his oration en- 
Q ded,with great (hew of reverence and ſubmyſſion,returned back 
r to ſhoare againe. He ſhottly came z, 2ine the ſecond time in like 
n _Panner, and fo the thirdti.c:VVrcn he brought with him (as a 
hs preſent from thereſt) 2 bunch of teathers,much like the feathers 
by of ablacke crow , very neatly and artificially gathered vpon a 


a liring, end drawne togetiter into a round bundle ; being verie 
c | cleane 
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cleaneand finely cut,and bearing inlengrh-an equall proportion 
one with another; a ſpeciall cognizance (as wee afterwards ob- 
ſerued) which they that guard their kings perſon, weare on their 
heads, Vith this alſo he brought a little basker made, of ruſhes, 
and filled with an herbe which they called Tabah, Buth which 
being tyed ro a ſhort roddeghe calt ifto our boate,Qur Generall 
intendcd to naue recompenced him immediatly with many 
good things, be would haue buſtowed vpon him : but entriog 


| into the boate to deliver the ſame, he could not be drawne to 


receiue them by any meanes:{aue one hat,which being caſt into 
the watcr out of the ſhip,herooke vp (refuſing vtterly ro meddle 
with any other thing, thoughit were vpon a boardput off ynro 
him) and ſo preſently made his returne, After which cine, our 
boate could row no way , but wondting at vs as at gods, they 
would follow the ſame with admiration, 

The 3, day follgwing, viz.the 21,out ſhip hauing receiued 
aleake at ſea, was brought-to-anchor neerer the ſhoare, that 
her goods being landed, the mighr berepaired : but for char 
we were to preuent any danger, that might chance againſt our 
ſafety, our generall firſt of all Janded his men, with ail neceſſary 
prouifion, to bnild tents and: make a fort for the defence of our 
ſclues and goods : and that wee- might vnder the ſhelter of it, 
with more 'lafery (what cuer ſhould. befall) cnd our buſineſſe ; 
which when the people of the country perceived vs doing , as 
men {ct on:fire to war,in defence of their countrie, in great haſt 
and companies, with ſuch weapons as they had, they came 
downe vnto vs; and yet with no hoſtile meaning, or intent to 
hurt vs: ſtanding when they drew neere, as men raviſhedin 
their mindes, with the ſight of ſuch things as they neuer had 
ſcene, or heard of before that time : their errand being rather 
with ſubmiſſion and feareto worſhip vs as Gods, then to have 
any warre with vs as with mortall men. Which thing as it 61d 
partly ſhew it ſclic at that inſtant, ſo did itmoreand more wa- 


nifeſt it ſelfe afterwards, during the whole time of our abode 


amongſt them, Atchis time, being willed by ſignes tolay from 
| them 
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them their bowes and arrowes, they did as they were direted, 
and ſo did all rhe reſt, as they came more and more by compa- 
nics vntothem, growing in a little while, toa great number 
both of men and women. ' 

To the intent therefore,that this peace which they themſelues 
ſo willingly ſought, might without any cauſe of the breach 
thereof, on our part giuen, be continued , and that wee might 
with more ſafery andexpedition, end our buſineſſes in quiet; 
our Generall with all his company , vled all meanes poffible, 
gently to intreate them, beſtowing vpon each of them liberally, 
good and neceſſary things co cout their nakeenefle, withall fig- 
nifying vnto them , we were no Gods but men, and had neede 
of ſuch thingsto couer our owne ſhame, teaching themro vſc 
them co the ſame ends: for which cauſe alſo wee did cate and 
drinke in their preſence, giving them to vaderſtand, that with- 
out that wee could not liue, and therefore were but men as 
vellasthey. | | : | 

Notwithſtanding nothing could perſwade them, norre- 
moue that opinion, which they had concciued of vs, that wee 
ſhould be Gods. 

In recompence of thoſe things which they had received of vs, 
as ſhirts linnen cloth, &c.they beſtowed vpon our generall,and 
Cdiucrſe of our company, diucrſe things, as feathers, cawles of 
networke, the quiuers of their arrowes, made of fawne-ckins, 
and the very skins of beaſts that their women wore vpon their 
bodics. Hauing thus had their fill ofthis times vifitiog and be- 
holding of vs, they departed with 1oy to their houſes, which 
houſes are digged round within the earth, and have from the 
vppermoſt brimmes of the cirkle, clefrs of wood fer vp, and toy- 
ned cloſe together at the top, like our, ſpires an the ſtceple of a 
Church : which being couercd with earth, ſuff::c no water to en- 
ter, and are very warme, the doore in the moit part-of them, 
performes the office allo of a chimney, to let out the ſmoake : 
Its made in bigneſſe and faſhion, like to an ordinary ſcuttle in a 
ſhip, and ſtanding ſlopewile; their beds are the hard ground , 
k onely 
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onely with ruſhes {trewed vpon it, and lying round about the - 


houſe, haue their fire inthe midde(t, which by reaſon that the 
hou{: is but low vaulted, round and cloſe, giueth a maruclous 
reflexion to their bodies to heate the fame. 
Their men for t2e moſt part goc naked, the women take a- 
kinde of buiruſhes, and kembing it aiter tize manner of heimpe, 
make themſclues thereof a looſe garment,which being knure a- 
bout their middles, hanges downe about their hippes, and fo af- 
fordes tothem a coucring of that, which nature reaches.ſhould 
be hidden: about their ſhoulders, they weare alfo the skin of a 


_ deere, with the haire vpon it. They are very obedient to their- 


husbands, and exceeding ready in all ſeruices: yet ofthem- 
(clues offring to do nothing , withour the conſents,or being cal- 
lcd ofthe men. ; | 

As ſoone as they were returned to their houſes, they began a- 
noneglt themſclues a kindof moſt lamentable weeping & crying 


' out; which they continuedalſoa great while together, in ſuch 


ſort, that in the place where they left vs(being neere about 3. 


- quarters of an Engliſh mile diſtant from them)we very plaine- 


ly, with wonder and admiration did heare the ſame: the women 
c{pecially, extending their voices, in a moſt miſcrable and dole- 
full manner of ſhrecking. 

| Notwithſtanding this humble manner of preſenting them- 
ſelues, and awfull demeanour vied cowards vs, we thought it 
no wiſedowe too farreto truſt them(our experience ot former 
infidels dealing with vs before, made vs carefull ro prouide a- 
g3inſt an alceration of their affeQtions, or breach of peace if ir 
thould happen)and therefore with all expedirion weſet vp our 
tents, and entrenched our {clues with walls of ſtone: that fobe- 
ivg fortified within our ſelues, we might be able to keepe off the 
encmie (if they ſhould ſo proue) from comming amongſt vs 
without our good wills: this being quickly finiſhed we went 


the more cheerefully and ſecurely afterward, about our other 


buſineſle, 
Againſt the end of two daics(during which time they had 


nor 
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' not againe beene with vs)there was gathered together a great \, 579 
aſſembly of men, women, and children(inuited by the report of Fr 
them which firſt ſaw vs, who as itſeemes, had inthattime, of 
purpole diſperſed themſelues into the country, to make knowne 
the newes) who came now the ſecond time vnto vs, bringing 
with them as before had beene done, feathers and bagges of 7 o- 
bah for preſents, or rather indeed for ſacrifices, vpon this per- 
ſwaſion that we were Gods. 

When they came to the top of the hill, at the bottome 
[ whereof wee had built our fort, they madea ſtand ; where one 
(appointed as their chicfe ſpeaker) wearied both vs his hearers, 
and himſelfc roo, with along and tedious oration: delivered 
with ſtrange and violent geſtures, his voice being extended to 
the v:termoſt ſtrength of nature, and his words falling ſo thicke 
one inthe neck of another, that he could hardly fetch his breath 
avaine : as ſooneas he hadconcluded, allthe reſt, with areuc- 
rend bowing of their bodies(in a dreaming manner, and long 
producing of the ſame )cryed 04: thereby giuing their conſents, 
that all was very true which he had ſpoken, and that they had vt- 
tered their minde by kis mourh vnto vs; which done, the men 
laying downe their bowes vpon the hill, and leauing their wo- 
men and chi'dren behinde them, came downe with their pre= 
ſents; inſuchſort,as it rhey had appeared betore a God in- 
deed : thinking themſelues happy, that they might haue accefle 
vnto our generall, but much more happy, when they ſawe that 
he would recciuc attheir hands, thoſe things which they ſo wil- 
lingly bad preſented: and no doubt, they thought themſelues 
neereſt vnto God, whenthcy fate or ſtood next to him: In the ” 
meanc time the women, asit they had beene deſperare, vſed vn- 
naturall violence againſt themſelues, crying and ſhrecking pite- 
ouſly, tearing their fleſh with their nailes from their checkes, in 
a monſtrous manner, the blood ſtreaming downe along their 
breſts z beſides deſpoiling the vpper parts of their bodies, of 
thoſe ſingle coucringsthey formerly had, and holding their 
hands aboue their heads, thatthey might not reſcue their breſts 
K 2 from 
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trom harme, they would with furie caſt themſclues vpon the 

round, neuer reſpeRing whether it were cleane or ſoft, bur 
daſhed themſelyes in this manner on hardſtones, knobby, hil- 
locks, ſtucks of wood and pricking buſhes, or what cuer «l{e lay 


- 1agheir way, itterating the ſanje courſe againeand againe : yea 


women oreat with child,ſomenine or tentimes each,aad others 
holding our el] 15. or 16. times till their ſtreagrhs failed them) 
excrciſed this cruelty againſt themſelues:A rhing more gricuods 


for vs to ſee, or {uffer could we hauc holpe it, then trouble ro 


them (as it ſeemed) ro do it. 
, , £] » . - 
This bloudie ſacrifice againſt our wils) decing thus perfor- 
mecd, our Gencrall with his companiec inthe* pretence of thoſe 


 Atrangers fell to prayers : and by fignes in lifting vp our eycs and 


hands to heauen, ſignified vnto them, that that God whom we 


+ Cid ſerue, and whom they ought to worſhip, was aboue: Bcſce- 


ching God if it were bis good pleaſure to open ty forme meanes 
their blinded eyes; thar they might in due t1me be called ro the 
knowledge of tim the truce and euverliving God, and of Iefus 


* Chriſt whom he hath ſent, the faluation of the Gentiles. In the 


time of which prayers, ſinging of Pſalmes, arid reading of cer- 
taine Chapters in the Bible, they fare veryattentively zand ob- 
ſeruing the end at cuery pauſe, with one voice lil} cryed, Oh, 
greatly reioycing in our exerciſes, Yea they tooke ſuch pleafure 
in our ſinging of Piaimes, that wherſocuer they reſorted to vs, 
theirfiift requeſt was commonly this, Gaal, by which they ta- 
treated that we would ting, EL» 

. Our General hautiig now beftowed vpon them diuers things, 
at their departurethey reftored them all againe; none carrying 
with him any thing of whatſocuer hee had receiued, thinking 
themſclucs ſufficiently enriched and happic,that they had found 
ſo tree acceſle to ſee vs. 

Againſt the end of three daics more(the newes hauing the 
while ſpread it felfe farther, andasit ſeemed a great way vpinto 


the countric) were aſſembled the greatcſt number of people, 


wich wee could reaſonably imagine, to dwell within any con- 
nenient 


» 


\ 
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uenient diſtance round about, Amongſt thereft, the king hin- 
ſelfe,a man of a goodly (tature and comely pet lonage,attended 
with his guard, of about roc. tall and watltke mcn,ihts day, viz, 
Iunc 26. came downe to ſee vs. 
ctore bis comming, were ſent two Embaſſadors or meſſen- 
_ gersro our General!,to ſtgnifterhat their Hro»,that is, their king 
was comming andat band. They in the delivery of their mef- 
ſage, the oneſpakewithalotr and low voice, prompting his fel- 
low, the other pronounced the ſame word by word airer him, 
with a voice more audible : continuing their proclaination (for 
ſuch it was) about haife an houre. VV hich being ended, they by 
ſiynes made requeſt roour Generall,ro ſend fowething by ter 
handsto their 77/04 or king, as a token that his comming might 
bein peace. Our Generall willingly ſatisfied their deſire; and 
rhey,glad men, madeſpecdy returns to their H:95:Neither was 
it lovg before their king {making as prineely a ſhew as poſhbiy 

he could) with all his traine came forward. 

In their comming forwards they cryed continually after 2 
ſinging manner with a [uſtie courage. And as they drew neerer 
and neerert\wards vs, fo did they more and more {triue to be- 
haue thzmſclues with a certaine comclinefle and grauityn al} 
their actions. 

In the forefront came a'man of alarge body and goodly a(- 
pect, bearing the Septer orroyall mace (made of a certaine kind 
of blacke wood,ndin. length abouta yard and a halfe) before 
the king, VVhereupon hanged two crownes A biggerand aleſle, 
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withzirce chaines-vf a marucllous length, and! offen doubled; . 


betides a bagge ofthe herbe Tabab. Thecrownes were made of 
knitworke, wrought vpoh moſt curioufly with feathers of di- 
vers colours, very attificiailyplaced, andof a formall faſhion: 
Thechaines ſcemed of a bony ſubſtance : euery linke: or part 
thereot being very littlegpbinne, molt finely burniſhed,” with a 
hole pierced through themiddeſt; The number of linkes going 
to make onechaine, is in a mannerinfinite : but of iuch eſti;na- 
tion it is amongſt them,that few be the perſons that .axre admi : 
K 3 tc 
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ted ro weare te ſame: and euenthey to whom its lawſull to vie 
them, yet are {tinred what number they ſhall vie; as ſome ten, 


ſomerwelue, ſome twentie, and as they exceed in number of 


chaines, ſo arc they thereby knowne to Þe-the more honorable 
- perſonages. 

Next vato lim that bare this Scepter, was the king himſclfe 
with his guard about him: His attire vpor his head was a cawle 
of knitworke, wrought vpon ſomewhat like the crownes , bur 
differing much both in faſhion and perteRactle of worke; vpon 
his ſhoulders he had on a coate of the skins of conies, reaching 
to his waſt: His guard alſo had each coats of the ſame ſhape, bur 


- of otherskins:ſome hauing cawles likewile ſtucke with feathers, 


or couered ouer with a certaine downe,, which groweth vp in 
the countrey vpoh an hetbe, much like our leftuce ; which &©x- 
ceeds any other downe inthe world for finenelle, and beeing 
iayed vpon their cawles by no winds can be remoued: Of ſuch 


_ eſtimation is this herbe amongſt them, that rhe downe thereof 


is not lawtull to be worne, but of ſuch perſons as are about the 
Ling (to whom allo it is permitted ro weare aplume of feathers 
on their heads, in figne of honour)and the ſeeds are not vicd but 
onely in ſacrifice totheir gods. After thele in their order,did fol- 
low the naked ſort of common people; whoſe baite being long, 
was gathercd into a bunch behind, in which ſtucke plumes of 
feathers, bur in the forepart onely fingle feathers like hornes, 


- guery one pleaſing himſelfe in his owne deuice. . 


This onething was obſerucd to bee generall amongſt them 
all ; that cuery one had his face painted, ſome with white, ſome 
blacke,and ſome with other colours, eucry man allo bringing in 
his hand one thing or other for a gift or preſent: Their traine or 
laſt part of their company conſiſted of women and children, 
each woman bearing againſt her breaſt a round basket or two, 
hauing within them diuers things, as bagges of Toba, a roote 
which they call Petah, whereof they make a kind of meale, and 
either bake itinto bread, or cate it raw ; broyled fiſhes like a 


pilchard; the ſeed and dowae aforcnamcd, with ſuch ar” | 
cir 
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Their baskers were made in faſhion like a deepe boale, and 75,59, 
| though the marter were ruſhes, or ſuch other kind of ſtuffe, yet 
was it ſo cunning!y handled, that the moſt part of ther would 
hold water; ab 2urt the brimmes they were hanged with pecces 
of the ſhels of pearles, and in fore places with two or three 
linkes at a place, ofthe chaines forenamed : thereby ſignifying, 
that they were veſicls wholly dedicated to the onely vie of the 
gods they worſhipped: and beſ1des this, they were wrouphe vp- 
pon with the matted downe of red fearhers , diltinguithed into 
diucrs workes and formes, 

In the meane time our Generall hauing aſſembled his men 
together /as forecaſting the danger, and worſt that might fail 
our) prepared himſcife to ſtand vpon ſure ground, that wee 
might at all times be ready in our owne defence, it any thing 
[ ſhould chance otherwiſe then was looked for or expected. 

Wherefore euery man being in a warlike readinefſe;he mar- 
ched within his fenced place, making againſt their approach a 
moſt warlike ſhew (as he did alſo at all other times of their re. 
ſort) whereby it they had beene deſperate enemies, they could 
not haue choſen but hauc conceiuedterrourand feare,with dif- 
couragement toattempt any thing againſt vs, in beholding of 
theſame. 

When they were come ſomewhat neere vnto vs , trooping 
together, they caue vs a common or a penerali ſalutation : ob. 
teruing in the meane eine a generall filence, Whereupon he 
who bare the Scepter beforethe king, being prompted by ano- 
ther whom thekiog aſſigned to that office, pronounced with an 
audible and manly voice, what the other ſpake to him in ſecret: 
continuing, wherherit were his oration or proclamation, atche 
leaſt halfe an houre.Ar the clofc whereof, there was a common 
' Amen, in ſ1gne of approbation giuen by cuery perſon: Andthe 
king himſelfe with the whole number of men and women (the 
little children onely remaining behind) came further downe the 
hill, and as they came ſer themſelues againe in their former 


order. e \,- 
And 
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And being now cometo the foot ofthe hill and neere our 
fort, the Scepter bearer with a compoſed countenance and 


\ ſtately carriage begana ſong, and anfwerable thereunto, obſcr- 


ucd a kind of meaſures ina dance:whom the king with his guard 
andeucry other ſort of perſon following,cid in like manner fing 
and daunce, fauing onely the women who danced bur kept ft- 
lence. As they danced they ſtill came on: and our Generall per- 
cciuing their plaine and ſ1mple meaning , gaue order that they 
might freely enter without interruption within our bulwarke: 
Where after they had entred they yet continued their ſong and 
dance a reaſonable time: their women allo following them with 
their waſlaile boales in their hands, their bodies bruifed , their 
faces torne, their dugges,breaſts,and other parts beſported witi1 
bloud,trickling downe from.the wounds, which with their nailes 
they had made betore their comming, 

_ Aﬀerthat they had ſatisfied or rather tired themſelucs in this 
manner,they made fignesro our Generall ro haue him ſic down; 
Vnro whom both the king and ciuers others made ſcuerall ora- 
tions, or rather indeed it wee had vnderſtood them, {upplicari- 
ons, that hee would take the Prouince and kingdome into his 
hand, and become their king and patron: making f1gnes chat 


- they would refigne vnto him their right and rit'e in the whole 


land, and become his yaſſals in themſclues and their poltcritics: 


Which thar they might make vs indecd belecue that it was their 


true meaning andinrenr; theking himfcite wich all the reſt with 
one conſent, a..d with great reverence , ioyfully ſinging aſong, 
ſet the crowne vpon his head; inriched hisnecke with a!) their 
chaines; andoffcring vnto him many other things, honoured 
him by che name of Hyo4. Adding thereunto (as it might ſecin”) 
a ſong and dance of t.iumph:; becaule they were not onely v:{t- 
cd of the gods (for ſo they {till iudged vs to be)but the great and 
chicfe god was now become their god, their king and patron, 
and themſelues were become the onely happic and bleſſed peo- 


plein all the world. 


Theſe things being fo freely off:red , Our Generall thoughe 


NOT 
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not meet to reiedt or refuſe the ſame: both for thathe would 
not give them any cauſe of miſtruſt, or difliking of him(thar be- 
ing the onely place, wherein at this preſcnr, we were of neceſl1. 
ticinforced to ſeeke relicfe of many things)and chietely, for that 
he knew not to what good cnd God had brought this co paſſe, 
or wliat honour and preft itmight bring ro our countriein 
time to come. 

Vherctore in the name and tothe vie ofher moſt excellent 
maieſty, he rooke the ſcepter crowne and dignity, of the ſayd 
ccunie into his hand ; wiſhing nothing more, then that it had 
layeno fitly for her maic{ty to entoy, as it was now her proper 
owne, and that the riches and trealures thcreof {wherewith in 
the vpland countries it abounds) might with as great conueni- 
ency be tranſported, ro the enriching, of her kingdome here at 
home, as it is io plenty to be attained there : and eſpecially, that 
ſo tractable and louing a people, as they thewed themfelues to 
be, mighe have mcancs co haue mankteſted their moſt willing 
obedience the more vnto her, and by her meanes, as a mother 
and nurſe of the Church of C5r;/7, migarby the preaching of 
the Goſpel], be brought to the right knowiedge, and obedience 
of the true and cuerhiving God, 

The ceremonies of this reſigning, and receiving of the king- 
dome being thus performed, the common fort both of men and 
women, leauing the king and his guard about him, with our 
generall, diſp. r{ed therwſelues among our people, taking a dilt- 
gent view or iurucy of every man; and finding ſuch as plealed 
their Fancies{which commonly were the youngeſt of vs)they 
preſently cncloſtog them abour, offred their facrifices vnto 
them,crying our with Jamentable ſhreekes and moanes, wee- 
ping, and (cra:ching, and tearing their very lth off their faces 
with their nailes, neither were it the women alone which did 
this, but cucn old men, roaring and crying out, were as viclent 
as the women Were,

depth in all on the ſtarbord, within little diſtance as you haue
